LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL 


Washington, March 27, 1909. 
The leaders in the House have 
formulated tentative plans for the 


passage of the Payne tariff bill and 
unless these plans miscarry the meas- 
ure will be voted on about April 
15th. ‘Mr. Payne’s hopes are that the 
general debate will be allowed to 
until next Wednesday, when a rule 
will be presented providing ten 
days’ debate under the five-minute 
rule; then three days to be consumed 
in the consideration of and votes 
upon amendments. Republican lead- 
ers realize of course that the rule 
must contain some restrictions upon 
amendments if the bill is to be dis- 
posed of before the late summer. The 
present indications are that there will 
be no united opposition to the bill 
as a whole. 

President Taft has told the members 
of his cabinet that he expects each 
to assume all responsibility and 
exercise supreme control over his de- 
partment, and that each head of a 
department will be held responsible 
for the conduct of that department 
He has emphasized the fact that he 
wants results and has assured the 
members of his official family that 
they are free to select their own 
assistants without personal or politi- 
cal assistance from the White House. 
Mr. Taft thinks H would be unjust 
for him to hold his cabinet officers 
responsible for results should he, for 
political reasons, dictate the men on 
whose assistance they must rely for 
the success of their respective de- 
partments. While assistant secretary 
and similar officers are “Presidential 
officers,” the President has indicated 
his intention of exercising this pre- 
rogative only in appointing men de- 
sired ‘by the department heads. As 
a result of this policy, Members of 
Congress and that portion of the pub 
lic which has to deal with federal 
appointments, will soon find that they 
must deal directly with the depart 
ment heads, if they wish things ac 
complished, instead of carrying every 
request and every complaint to the 
White House. In this way the Presi- 
dent hopes to find more time for 
important affairs of the government 

The one question constantly asked 
at the Capital, in every informal dis- 
cussionof the tariff “Will the 
Payne bill raise a sufficient amount 
of revenue?” and the question of ad- 
ditional revenue is causing the lead- 
ers in both Houses of Congress no 
little uneasiness. The Inheritance 
tax, a possible income tax and the 
duty on tea are all criticised and 
objected to. There seems to be a 
strong sentiment in the House for 
the removal of the duty on tea and 
its replacement by an additional fifty 
cents a barrel on beer. A number 
of representatives are endeavoring to 
organize a movement to demand a 
vote on this question, and dowbtless 
all representatives from prohibition 
districts will join in such a move- 
ment. The suggestion is frequently 
made, and meets with favor, that the 
best way to increase the Treasury 
balance is to cut down the annual 
expenditures. 

At his own request 
has been elected a 
Legal Aid Society. Ex-President 
Roosevelt has been one of the vice- 
presidents for many years, and among 
others are Governor Hughes, Andrew 
Carnegie, Joseph H. Choate, Seth Low, 
Elihu Root, Jacob H. Schiff, Robert 
De Forest, William B. Hornblower 
and Mrs. Douglas Robinson one 
Colonel Roosevelt's sisters. This so- 
ciety was organized in New York 
City many years ago, and its chief 
purpose is to provide attorneys free 
of charge for poor persons under ar 
rest or indictment who prove after 
a careful investigation to be in need 
of counsel. 

Senator Gore of Oklahoma has three 
measures in the Senate which are 
considered typical of political and eco- 
nomic thought in that State. One 
is a bill to authorize national banks 
to conform to the laws of any state 
where deposits in state banks are 
guaranteed: another is a joint reso- 
lution to provide by constitutional 
amendment for the popular election 
of United States Senators, while the 
third provides for an amendment to 
the constitution to authorize the na- 
tional government to levy an income 
tax. 

At the request of the Maritime 
League of New York, Senator Depew 
has introduced an interesting resolu- 
tion. It calls for the Secretary of 
State to send to the Senate all cor- 
respondence between the State De- 
partment and the Republic of Cuba 
relating to the question of recogniz- 
ing coffee roasted in the United States 

Again President Taft has expressed 
to Colonel Goethals his earnest de 
sire to see the Panama canal com- 
pleted by 1913, and while the Chief 
Engineer cannot promise this ac- 
complishment before 1915, he told the 
President that every force would be 
put to work to hustle things. Some 
of the President's friends think that 
this desire to see the canal com- 
pleted in January 1913 means that 
Judge Taft expects to serve his coun- 
try as President only four years.

—Hiow to live on six cents a day 
has been solved in Chicago, if charges 
made by the Citizen's Association 
against the sheriff prove to be true. 
The association is seeking to force 
the sheriff to expend a little more 
of the 20 1-2 cents a day he receives 
for each prisoner on food. 

“We found,” says the association, 
“after thorough investigation ,that the 
grade of beef plates of briskets used 
in feeding the prisoners could be 
bought for four cents a pound or less. 
This indicates clearly that the cost 
of the meat fed to the prisoners does 
not exceed two cents a day a man. 
The mid-day meal, in addition to the 
meat, consists only of a piece of 
bread and a vegetable. The total 
cost of this meal, according to the 
estimates given the association, does 
not much exceed three cents. For 
breakfast and supper the prisoners 
are given only a piece of bread and 
@ tin cup of coffee. The cost of 
these meals certainly does not ex- 
ceed 1 1-2 cents each.”—Boston 
Transcript.

Republic will surely be built in the

Three United States firms sought 
the contracts. They were the Bethle- 
hem steel company, whose president, 
is Charles M. Schwab; the New York 
shipbuilding company of Camden, N. 
J., whose president, De Coursey May, 
is still in England, and the Fore River 
company of which was represented 
in London by Ex-Rear Admiral 
Bowles. Samuel M. Knox, secretary 
and treasurer of the New York firm, 
returned today on the Adriatic. 

Kidder, Peabody & Co., of Bostou 
and J. Pierpcnt Morgan are under- 
stood to have underwritten a joan to 
the South American country of be- 
tween $30,000,000 and $40,000.00 with 
which to build the ships.

FAREWELL SERVICE. 


There was hardly a dry eye in the 
congregation as Rev. W. J. Heath 
closed his last service ag pastor of 
the Wollaston Methodist church on 
Sunday morning, having completed 
52 years of an active life as a Metho- 
dist preacher. 

“My work is done,” said Rev. Mr. 
Heath in closing. “I have sought to 
preach the true gospel and sought to 
cheer, comfort and rebuke those with 
whom I have come in contact.” 

In his sermon, Mr. Heath took for 
his theme.the subject of religion. 

Down through the ages, he said, it 
is not the Gospel that has changed. 
but the methods of applying it. 

The Word, he said, has its place to- 
day but that is not all. It is with 
preaching as it is with medicine—the 
theory will not affect a condition but 
the remedy must be applied. 

In closing, the old familiar hymn, 
“God be with you till we meet again” 
wus sung by the congregation with 
great feeling. 

Rev. W. J. Heath was born in 
Marlborough, Wiltskire, England, in 
1835 and came to this country with 
ais parents in 1850, then a Jad of fif- 
teen. 

His father, Rev. Andrew Heath, was 
a preacher of the Wesleyan Metho- 
dist Episcopal church of England and 
in this country was a member of the 
Troy conference. 

While learning the trade of a book 
binder, Mr. Heath felt the call to 
preach. He prepared for the ministry 
at Schohavie academy near Albany, 
N. Y., and in 1857 was admitted to 
the Troy conference. E 

In the same year he was assigned to 
his first church in Gallupville. Since 
then he has held the following pastor- 
ates, all in New York state with but 
ome exception: 

Raymesiown, 1858; Stillwater, 1859- 
60; Peru, 1861; Glens Falls, 1862-63; 
Schuylerville, 1864-65; Canajohasie, 
1866-67; Harts Falls, 1868; Amster- 
dam, 1269-70; Albany, 1871-73; Bur- 
lington, Vt., 1874-76; Schnectady, 1877- 
79; Cohoes, 1880-82; Cambridge, 1883- 
85. 

From Cambridge, N. Y., he was 
transferred to the New England con- 
ference and assigned to Springfield, 
Mass. His pastorate in Massachu- 
setts have been as follows: 

Springfield (Grace) 1886-90, Hyde 
Park 1891-$4, Sumnerfield (Broadway) 
1895-96, Springfield (Asbury) 1897- 
1901, Cochituate 1902, Wollaston 1903- 
1909. 

Rev. and Mrs. Heath celebrated 
their golden wedding about a year ago 
at their home at 52 Brook street. 

Mr. Heath has a son, Frank Heath, 
a broker in Boston, and a daughter, 
Marianna, dwelling with him and 
three dughters in other cities. 

He hasa brother in the army, 
Lieut. Col. Frank Heath, who is in 
command of the Frankfort arsenal at 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

At the Methodist conference, which 
meets at Lowell on March 31 and con- 
tinues for a week or more, Bishop 
Joseph F, Berry, presiding, it is ex- 
pected that Rev. Wesley Wiggin of 
Whitinsville will be assigned to the 
Wollaston church. 

The Wollaston Methodist church 
Was organized on January 4, 1874, at 
a meeting held in the Wollaston 
school house.

This interval was, however, a peri- 
od of advances and recessions, during 
which Dr. Trafton preached as his 
health permitted. 

During this period, around the years 
1875-76, Rev. S. L. Beiler was ge- 
cured as pastor for a time.

According to the Metropolitan 
board authorities the odor, which has 
been‘ described by some as like that of 
a crushed geranium leaf, and the 
taste, which is most often described 
as fishy, is caused by the excessive 
growth in the reservoirs ané storage 
basirs of the system of a low form of 
animal or vegetable growth called as- 
teronella. This along with numerous 
other minute organisms, is constantly

BUTTERFLIES BY THE TON,

A piece of wire gauze 
mesh was stretched out in front of 
the discharging opening of the ex- 
hauster and the butterflies on being 
thrown against this, would break their 
wings.—Technical World Magazine.

“I ‘believe that every 
farmer ought to be convicted in court 
and punished if his milk tests below 
the present commercial standard, re- 
gardless absolutely of its purity.”

HOT SHOT FROM GAS CO. 

From the Mayor with inclosure 
from the Citizens’ Gas Light Co. The 
lletter states that when the company 
took the plant the price was $2 per 
1000 feet which was voluntarily re- 
duced to $1.50. They have laid 252,- 
345 feet of new mains, about 48 miles 
j built a new holder, meter house and 
jother improvements amounting to 
$379,420.82. The present company has 
paid no dividends and has not earned 
enough to pay expenses, the net loss 
from July 1, 1906 to March 1, 1909 be- 
ing $14,456.97. From the above figures 
the letter says that it will be seen 
that it will be impossible to reduce the 
price of gas at the present time, or 
until such time as the buisness is 
developed sufficiently to pay not only 
the expenses but a reasonable return 
on the capital invested. 

The improvements made have been 
in order that the company would be 
in a position to serve the citizens of 
Quincy properly, realizing that it 
meant an immediate loss to the com- 
pany, but that ultimately the business 
would increase sufficiently, so that the 
|company would not only receive a 
fair return on its investment but be in 
a position to reduce the price of gas. 

In speaking of the petition for ex- 
tensions that has been tabied in the 
City Council the letter says: “Allow 
me to state that it is absolutely im- 
material to this company whether our 
recent petition referred to, and on 
which there was a hearing May 15, is 
granted or not. If it should be gtant- 
ed it would necessitate the invest- 
ment of a very substantial sum, on 
which we would not get a sufficient 
return to pay expense for several 
years and the only reason that we 
bad for filing the petition, or would 
have to lay the mains, had the petition 
been granted, was to render better 
service to a portion of the citizens of 
Quincy.” 

In closing the letter states that the 
company now pays $4,000 in taxes

QUINCY WOMAN INTERESTED. 


Women are certainly making them- 
selves felt in new directions each day 
in Massachusetts. For several days 
the homestead act which is pending 
before the legislature passed un- 
noticed by the women in public life, 
until Mrs. Charlotte Smith discovered 
that by it heads of families could re- 
ceive from the state small lots of 
land near the cities for farms, where 
poultry and vegetables may be raised 
within easy transportation distance of 
the markets. 

When Mrs. Smith saw this bill she 
wondered why women who are work- 
ing in the cities, many of whom were 
born and bred on farms, should not 
have the opportunity to share this 
privilege and, fearing that the clause 
“heads of families” would limit the 
opportunity to the male heads, not- 
withstanding the fact that the ma- 
jority of working women have from 
one to five or six dependent upon 
them, she got together a company of 
influential women of the state and 
drew up an additional clause or two 
which would make sure that the men 
should not have this chance to the 
exclusion of women.

FAIRER TAXATION. 


A fairer distribution of the burden of 
taxation is the object of an amend- 
ment to the state constitution which 
has been recommended by the Boston 
Merchants’ Association. The amend- 
ment desired would make possible cer- 
tain changes in the present Massachu- 
setts laws such as have been made 
by other states within a few years. 

At an early hearing before the legis- 
lative committee on Taxation, Prof. 
Charles J. Bullock of Harvard Univer- 
sity will present the ‘Association's 
amendement providing that the legis- 
lature be given power to classify 
property for the purpose of taxation. 
This would be substituted for the word 
“proportional,” now in the constitu- 
tion. : 

The position of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation on taxation has been awaited 
with interest since it become known 
that the organization had a commit- 
tee at the-work on the subject. This 
committee has submitted the follow- 
ing statement of the situation: 

“The existing system of taxation 
in Massachusetts has for the last 40 
years been the source of constant 
dissatisfaction and complaint. In that 
period no less than five special com- 
missions have been appointed by the 
state to investigate the working of the 
system and report plans for the im- 
provement, but their reports have re- 
sulted in no substantial change of the 
tax laws of the Commonwealth. Mean- 
While it has become increasingly ap- 


parent that our tax laws operate in-, 
juriously to the best interests of the’ 


Commonwealth, especially to the City 
of Boston, and that the existing sys- 
tem is satisfactory to no one. 

The Merchants’ Association finds 
that the methods of taxation must be 
changed in various particulars if Mas- 
sachusetts is to prosper as she should. 
In the first place, it appears that 
some of our manufacturing indus- 
tries are subject to much heavier taxa- 
tion than other states impose upon 
competing industries. Machinery, for 
example, is practically exempt from 
taxation in Pennsylvania, and is very 
lightly taxed in leading manufacturing 
States. In Massachusetts it is sub- 
ject to heavy taxation upon a high 
valuation in many of our manufactur- 
ing cities and towns. The Commis- 
sion of 1896 and the Commission of 
1907 called attention to the desirabili- 
ty of doing something to lighten the 
burden on the manufacturing indus- 
tries of the Commonwealth, but 
nothing has as yet been accomplished. 

The second question of importance 
is the taxation of intangible property. 
The existing law upon the subject is 
ineffective in producing revenue and 
highly unjust in its operation upon 
individual taxpayers. It has been well 
called confiscation tempered with fa- 
voritism. The City of Boston has been 
a special sufferer on account of the 
removal of personal property to a few 
wealthy towns where tax rates are 
low and the enforcement of the lay 
decidedly lax. In view of this and 
other facts, the Commission on Taxa- 
tion of 1907 recommended a change in 
the taxation of intangible property. 
It was found, however, when the ques- 
tion was submitted to the Supreme 
Court of the Commonwealth, that no 
change in the law is possible under 
the present Constitution. 

Another question of interest is the 
subject of the taxation of forest prop- 
erty. Massachusetts has considerable 
areas of land which are of little value 
for agricultural purposes, but might 
be advantageously used in scientific 
forest culture. Afforestation on any 
extensive scale is practically impos- 
sible under our present tax laws. 
The Legislature has granted exemption 
in certain cases for a limited period 
of years, but this applies only to the 
early years in the growth of forests, 
when the timber is of little value 
and the taxes would in any case be 
light. After the period of exemption 
the growing crop of timber is subject 
to taxation at its full value in each 
year at the full local rate. Since 
the crop requires 40, 50, or 60 years 
to grow, it follows that if the present 
laws are enforced, timber would have 
to pay 30, 40, or 50 taxes before it 
is brought to market. The interest 
on the tazes paid in the early years 
of the growth of the crop amounts to 
almost as much as the taxes them- 
selves. On growing crops farmers 
are not subject to taxation in Mas- 
sachusetts, since the assessments are 
made on the first day of May; while 
on the other hand a growing crop 
of timber would be subject, if the 
law were strictly enforced, to a tax 
almost equal to the value of the crop 
at maturity. The Forest Service of 
the United States has, for the last 
two years, been investigating the tax- 
ation of forests, and it has come to 
the conclusion that existing laws en- 
courage the destruction of forests 
when enforced, and discourage re- 
forestation of lands once devoted to 
timber or afforestation of lands that 
might well be devoted to that pur- 
pose. 

The Commission on Taxation of 
1907 recommended that if the Supreme 
Court of the Commonwealth decided 
that the Legislature did not have the 
power to classify property for the 
purpose of taxation, the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth should be 
amended in such a way as to confer 
that power upon the Legislature. An 
amendment providing for the classifi- 
cation of property was introduced in 
the Legislature and came within a 
few votes of receiving the two-thirds 
vote required in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The amendment gave the 
Legislature power to classify property 
for taxation in a reasonable manner. 
It would have made pessible the taxa- 
tion of intangible property, machinery, 
ete., by methods suited to the con- 
dition and nature of each class of 
property. The existing Constitutional 
requirement, that all property must 
be taxed at a uniform rate, makes it 
impossible to adjust taxation in any 
such manner; and the Merchants’ As- 
sociation is of the opinion that an 
amendement must be secured before 
any substantial reform can be effect- 
ed in our system of taxation. 

At the present time nearly one-third 
of the states place no restrictions on 
the power of the Legislature to classi- 
fy property for taxation. In Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, Vermont, New 
York, and Maryland, no restriction has 
ever existed. In eight other states 
express provisions have been made 
for the classification of property by 
providing that the tax shall be uni- 
form upon all property “of the same 
class.” These states are Colorado, 
Delaware, Idaho, Minnesota, Montana, 
Oklahoma, Penn. and Virginia, in 
one other state, New Jersey, the Con- 
stitution has been so construed by the 
Supreme Court as to permit of classi- 
fication. It will be observed that 
most of the states in the Northeastern 
part of the country permit the Legis- 
lature to classify property ,the list 
of such states, including Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, Vermont, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland and Virginia. It 
should further be noted that the ten- 
dency is to abolish the old rule re- 
quiring absolute uniformity in taxa- 
tion and to amend constitutions so 
as to permit classification. Pennsyl- 
vania amended her Constitution to 
this effect in 1873, Delaware in 1897, 
Virginia in 1902, and Minnesota in 
1906. Colorado, Idaho, Montana and 
Oklahoma placed this provision in 
their first constitutions. 

The justice and necessity of the 
reasonable classification of property 
tor the purpose of taxation has been 
repeatedly recognized by the Suprem:

SPECTACULAR FIRE,

The burning of two old, unoccupied 
cottages and a barn at Gardner's 
woods, on the banks of the Neponset 
river off the Quincy Shore reserva- 
tion, about 8.30 Tuesday evening, 
caused quite a little excitement in 
Quincy and surrounding towns. The 
blaze could be seen for many miles 
and it was thought at first that a seri- 
ous conflagration was in progress at 
Atlantic. 

Thinking that the city was burning 
up thousands of people flocked to the 
scene coming from all parts of Quin- 
cy, Neponset and Dorchester. The 
lecal newspaper men made a fiying| 
trip to the fire in C. H. Penniman’s 
speedy taxicab accompied by In- 
spector Goodhue and “Jack” Starr. 
They went down in record time andi 
the fire was at its height when they 
arrived. 

The situation was taken in at once. 
Being old and unoccupied, far from a 
fire-alarm box and situated in a place 
very difficult to reach, the fire had a 
free sweep. Box 64 from which the 
alarm was sounded, is about a mile 
from the scene of the fire. By the time 
the firemen reached the place, the fire 
was beyond control and the buildings 
past saving. They were burned to the 
zround. 

The flames, fanned by the high 
wind, spread to the surrounding cedar 
trees and grass and for a time the 
whole place was ablaze. 

At 9.15 the fire was beyond danger 
having burned itself out, right down to 
the water's edge. 

The buildings are owned by the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad company and in the summer 
were occupied by summer cottagers. 
The exact loss is unknown, but it will 
not be heavy. It is thought that the 
fire was set by boys, as grass fires 
have been started in that vicinity sev- 
eral times in the last few weeks.

roll-call showed 135 yeas to 69 nays 
and two pairs. There was a Boston 
Democrat who voted yes on the rising 
vote who voted no on the roll call. If 
he had stood by his first vote, it would 
have been 196 to 88, or just two- 
thirds, and the bill would have been 
recommitted. But the next morning 
Mr. Cutting of Weston, in charge of 
the bill, moved to reconsider the re- 
fusal to recommit and to postpone 
that motion to Thursday, Mr. Grady 
of Boston made another point of order 
that this motion was out of order, but 
Speaktr Walker overruled him. Post- 
ponement was carried, 82 to 51 and so 
the fight was on again. 

Business has been moving slowly 
the last two weeks. About 400 matters 
remain to be reported upon and near- 
ly all of them have been heard. But 
as long as the House has plenty to do. 
there is no need of bringing in more 
to be called every day and to run up 
a larger state printing bill by standing 
in the calendar. Delay was caused 
by the contest for state treasurer. 

One of the best debates for a long 
time was that in the House yesterday 
afternoon over the bill to allow judges 
to charge juries regarding the value 
of expert evidence in trials. It was 
a lawyers’ debate. They had prepared 
themselves . They spoke well; their 
arguments were well made; their de- 
livery was fine; they held the atten- 
tion of the House and it was a re- 
freshing credit to the Massachusetts 
legislature, showing that the power 
of debate still remains. The judiciary 
committee was divided and the two 
sections locked horns finely. Messrs. 
Mellen of Braintree, Dorman of Lynn 
and Bishop of Newton, the last named 
being chairman of the judiciary com- 
mittee, were the principal defenders 
of the bill, and Mr. Hobson of Palmer, 
one of the dissenters, was the leader 
on the other side. Expert evidence 
was scorned and flouted in fine style 
as the product of a lot of perjured 
witnesses and it was held that the 
bill would only bring our law back 
to where it was from 1780 to 1860,— 
when the designing Benjamin F. But- 
ler produced a change after he had 
a quarrel with a judge,—that the 
English law allows the judge to assist 
the jury in determining the facts, 
and that United States law is just 
what is proposed, and is practiced 
every day in-the courts in Boston. But 
Mr. Hobson and his supporters insist- 
ed that it was entirely for the jury 
to determine the facts, regardless of 
any assistance from the judge, and 
the bill was refused a third reading 
by 50 yeas to 97 nays. So Ben Butler 
continues to be a present power in 
every court room today under Massa- 
chusetts statute. 


The House has gone on record for 
the bill to extend the civil service law 
to all cities and towns with over 12,- 
000 inhabitants as far as it relates 
to sealers of weights and measures 
and their assistants. It was amended 
to include the state inspectors of 
weights and measures. It had ma- 
terial opposition on the ground that 
no head of department should come 
under the civil service rules, 

Labor men get something out of 
the House this year, but they lose 
it in the Senate, They have passed 
in the House and sent to the Senate 
a bill to permit labor unions to fine 
their members in order to compel 
them to go on strike. It was a long 
debate in the House, for the Senate 
had already killed the proposition by 
a close vote. When the adverse re- 
port came down on the question of 
concurrence, the House make the 
effort and won. But, unless the Sen- 
ate experiences an unexpected change 
of heart, it will once more kill the 
bill as soon as it has opportunity. 

But the labor men did not fare as 
well in the House on the bill to per- 
mit peaceful picketing. By 92 yeas 
to 104 nays they refused to aubsti- 
tute a bill for a hostile committee re- 
port. The argument was that peace- 
ful picketing was impossible and that 
broken heads were too certain to fol- 
low the presence of picketers. In vain 
the labormen argued ‘that it was only 
right to give the representatives of 
labor unions, or of strikers generally, 
a fair opportunity to explain the situ- 
ation to the strike-breakers and to per- 
suade them not to take away work 
and bread from the strikers. The con- 
servatives had the day and that bill 
is lost for the time. 

Speaker Walker was condemned by 
some of the members of the House to- 
day for coming down into the debate 
on the 80-cent gas bill for Hast Bos- 
ton, and he was commended equally 
by others, even on the side against 
him in the debate. Some complained 
that he ought not to have brought 
the prestige and dignity of the chair 
into the debate. Mr. Mellen of Wor- 
cester was in this class. But Mr, 
Duane of Waltham, who sided with 
Mellen in debate, praised Speaker 
Walker warmly because he had the 
courage and public spirit to get into 
the fight as a matter of principle, as 
it doubtless was. More than this, 
Walker ‘had to face a majority which 
had twice gone on record against 
the side he represented. So it was a 
question whether he would win. His 
opening was right in line with his 
remarks in the House caucus and in 
the House after being elected. He 
urged every man to do what he 
thought right. He strikes the ethical 
note more than any other man has 
done for years at the state house, 
and he goes to the edge of mugwump- 
ism in a way which is risky for a 
man who depends upon party votes 
for his continuing in public office. But 
his motto is that every man should 
follow his conscience, regardless of 
his party or of the majority. Thus 
far he has held the support of the 
party leaders and has grown in the 
respect of the House. Hence it was 
not strange that he won in the effort 
to defeat the bill, although by the 
close vote of 91 to 81. His presenta-

WOLLASTON UNITARIAN CLUB. 


At the meeting of the Wollaston 
Unitarian club on Tuesday evening, 


Arthur A. Ballentine of Gaston, Snow 
and Saltonstall and who represented 
the “Committee of 1915” spoke on the 
improvements contemplated in Boston 
by this committee. 

As last night was the first time any 
official public utterances have been 
made regarding this most interesting 
movement the club was extremely 
fortunate in having with them one of 
the committee by whom this move- 
ment is being launched. 

The following officers were elected 
for the ensuing year. Senator Eugene 
C. Hultman, president; Charles H. 
Brigham, vice president; Charles P. 
Loring, treasurer; Leslie L. Cleveland, 
secretary. 

Executive committee: Frank A, 
Page, Otho A. Hayward, Rey. Carl G. 
Horst. 

“Some Critics, "said Mr. Ballentine, 
“define Boston, not as a city but a 
state of mind. The object of the ‘1915 
committee’ is to make it definable as 
a state of perfection.” 

The idea of a better Boston in 1915 
was evolved, said Mr. Ballentine by 
logical development. 

Beginning with the interest of every 
man for his own business in watching 
receipts and keeping down expenses, 
people have come to realize that little 
can be done by standing alone. 

This has resulted primarily in the 
organization of the different interests 
as, real estate men, doctors etc who 
have come to see that it is to his ad- 
vantage to give some of his time for 
the promotion of the interests for 
which his group stands. 

The formation of these bodies has 
resulted in the organization of large 
bodies as the Merchants association 
and the like. 

The “committee of 1915” aims to 
move on a broader plane still and to 
combine these bodies for the good of 
all. 

What the movement aims to do is to 
co-ordinate all these different lines of 
interests and set them working har- 
moniously and in unison. 

It aims to avoid the recognition of 
the identity ef any one line and to 
work more on a general plan for the 
good of the whole. 

The object of the committee, sai 
Mr. Ballentine is to outline various 
courses of action and to find the best 
policy for developing the different 
lines of improvement. 

While the committee has agreed up- 
on no definite policy in regard to the 
proposed changes to the charter, those 
at the head of the movement agree 
that something must first be done to 
make Boston a more efficient political 
machine. 

The present system, he said, doesn’t 
respond to pressure as one can readi- 
ly see after the investigations of the 
finance committee. 

It is the intention of the “committee 
of 1915,” he said, to vest more power 
in the mayor, do away with the pres- 
ent common council having instead a 
smaller body under the direction of a 
permanent finance committee and ad- 
minister the affairs of Boston as a 
business enterprise. 

He emphasized the concrete good of 
proper machinery for the administra- 
tion of municipal affairs which would 
bring about positive benefits by in- 
creased enjoyment of business pros- 
perity and help secure desired de- 
velopment of the city, 

But, said Mr. Ballentine, the politi- 
cal field ig but one of the interests of 
the committee which has a much 
broad field afming to cover all lines 
of improvement. 


It is interested in the public health 
and sanitary conditions and will en- 
deavor to apply the results of scienti- 
fic investigation and research which 
will save and husband the human re- 
sources of the city. 

The committee will attempt, he said, 
to solve the present transportation 
problems and is in a good way to do 
this, having Brandeis, Tuttle and other 
prominent railroad men to rely on. 

At present, said Mr. Ballentine 
there is a feeling of antagonism be- 
tween the people who use the cars and 
the various transportation companies. 

It will be the object of the commit- 
tee to bring about good feeling and a 
better understanding between these 
two very Important factors. 

It is to the interest of a railroad noi 
to antagonize the people for it is only 
a success when it gives the public the 
service it wants.

The committee plans to develop a 
broad intelligence on a practical basis 
and will not work simply at the top 
but -will secure the co-operation of 
local organizations. 

It will establish neighborhood cen- 
tres as a basis for the work of the 
committee. 

Mr. Ballentine spoke of the Sunday 
evening lectures which have taken 
place in Ford hall the past winter. 

It is the intention of the committee 
he said, to extend this sort of thing to 
other centres and use them as a 
nucleus to extend the advantages of 
the whole plan. 

The conimittee, he said, aims to ex- 
tend technical and trade schools ir or- 
der that the community may be more 
generally trained in the skilled enter 
prises of the city. 

The question of means, and the ex- 
planation of the exact manner in 
which all these improvements may be 
brought about is a hard one at the 
present stage and many difficulties 
may be suggested aud many difficult 
questions asked. 

The only hope of success is in the 
working out of suggestions from the 
people which are greatly needed at 
this stage. 

It would be unfortunate if the com- 
mittee did have definite plans as they, 
however good they were, would be 
sure to stir up opposition and this is 


one thing in particular it wishes to 
avoid. 
The committee hopes to finally 


agree up:n a plan, which will meet 
with the widest possible ge era’ sup- 
port. 

Mr. Fatientine spoke of the present 
railroad conditions and said that Bos- 
ton should be sure of its connections 
with the rest of the country. 

Whether this means the merger or 
not he would not positively say but at 
present he deemed it almost necessary. 

The general improvement of condi- 
tions, he said, won't come by sitting 
still but we have got to do the work 
which means the permanent prosperi- 
ty of this region.

MARCH WEATHER, 


Normal weather conditions pre- 
vailed throughout March, with sea- 
sonable temperatures and the usual 
precipitation. There were no marked 
extremes of temperature during the 
month, the highest being 52 degrees 
on the 3lst, and the lowest 12 de- 
grees on the Ist. The total precipi- 
tation of 4.42 inches fell on 15 differ- 
ent days, the greatest amount in any 
day being 1.84 inches on the 25th. 
Snow fell on 9 days and the total 
depth was 7 inches, the greatest 
amount remaining on the ground be- 
ing one inch on the 4th. 

There was slightly less relative 
humidity than usual and the total 
number of hours of sunshine was 2 
percent more than the average. There 
was much more wind than is cus- 
tomary and the mean velocity for 
month was the highest in March since 
1900. The maximum velocity was 87 
miles per hour from the southeast 
on the 25th, and gales occurred on 10 
days. There was a thunderstorm on 
the morning of the 10th and an aurora 
was observed on the evening of the 
2ist. Ice disappeared from the neigh- 
boring ponds on the 17th, eight days 
earlier than usual—L. A. Wells of 
the Blue Hill Observatory.

President Taft is in receipt of an 
annual pass for himself and party, 
which can be used on all American 
League ball grounds in the country, 
and a similar pass ‘has been present- 
ed to the Vice President.

It is predicted at the Capitol that 
when the Payne bill is finally passed 
by both houses of Congress it will 
carry an authorization for the Presi- 
dent to appoint a tariff commission to 
investigate and report from time to 
time on schedules and reciprocity 
agreements, and it is reported, also, 
that Speaker Cannon is favorable to 
the creation of such a commission. 
The claim is made that the commis- 
sion will consist of seven members, 
five to be apointed by the President 
from civil life, and two members to 
be Treasury Department experts, and 
the salaries will be fixed at $10,000 a 
year. This tariff bureau, it is claimed, 
will be a part of the bureau on manu- 
facturers of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, and will be subject, 
practically to the direction of the ways 
and means committee and the Finance 
Committee of the Senate.

LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Washington, April 17, 1909. 

President Taft desires to establish 
some form of organization, quasi- 
official in character, to act as a 
medium between the railroads of the 
country and the federal government, 
and it is characteristic of him that, 
before instituting any radical changes 
of administration, he should avail 
himself of the best legal talent at his 
command to prepare 2 thorough 
analysis of existing conditions and 
recommend such changes as are 
deemed advisable. The attorney 
general, the secretaries of the inte- 
rior and of commerce and labor, and 
the solicitor general have been con 
fided with the responsibility of work 
ing out the President’s plan with re 
gard to federal c 
roads. The President has called the 
attention of this executive committee 
to the existence of such quasi-olficial 
bodies abroad and their usefulness in 
promoting cooperation between the 
government and public service corpo 
rations, For instance, in Great 
Britain boards of trade prepare cer- 
tain data regarding the service ren- 
dered by such corporations and sub- 
mit recommendations concerning the 
reasonableness of rates, etc. The 
President has called the attention of 
his advisers, also, to the fact that a 
simgle body charged simultaneously 
with quasi-judicial and administra 
tive functions, as is now the case 
with the interstate commerce com 
mission, is constantly hampered in 
its efforts to ascertain the fact 
the antagonism which is inevitably 
engendered as a result of its being 
compelled to conduct prosecutions. 
Members of the commission, for in- 
stance, when seeking information 
from railroads, cannot avoid arous 
ing the opposition which is the 
natural result of the fact that ulti- 
mately they may be compelled to sit 
in judgment on the acts of the very 
men from whom they ask informa 
tion . The President deems it possi 
ble that some semi-official body, such 
as a national chamber of commerce

or similar organization, might be 
able to relieve the Interstate Com 
merce Commission of a part of its 


duties as an investigating and prose 
cuting body, and he considers it es 
sential to divorce the administrative 
and judicial functions of the commis 
sion. In short, he thinks it might be 
feasible to leave the commission with 
only judicial functions. The evils 
from the present system have been 
seriously considered by Mr, Taft, and 
he has indicated the trend of his 
views on the subject, but he desires 
that the officials named above shall 
study the subject carefully in order 
that when he comes to write his 
annual message he may be in posses 
sion of all the facts and in a position 
to make practical recommendations 
if legislation is needed. 

The Phillippine tari bill which the 
President submitted to Congress this 
week is expected to prove of mater 
ial value to the American exporter 
Features of the old Spanish and 
Cuban tariffs which were vexatious 
and annoying to both exporter and 
importer, have been eliminated and 
every effort has been put forth 
to make the administrative features 
simple and in conformity with United 
States tariff decisions and the deci- 
sions of the courts. 

Mr. James J. Hill was a_ capitol 
visitor this week and he declares that 
his visit had nothing to do with the 
tariff, that he was here for the sole 
purpose or arranging for a_ trip 
through the United States of thirty 
representative Japanese business 
men with a hope that a more definite 
knowledge of America and American 
business conditions will increase the 
commercial friendship between the 
two nations. The business men are 
expected to leave Japan in time for 
the Alaska-Yukon Exposition, and 
afterwards will make an extensive 
trip in the United States, and repre 
sentatives of commercial bodies from 
the larger cities of the northwest will 
accompany them in this tour. Mr 
Hill consulted with the President re- 
garding the visit of the foreigners 

The creation of a tariff bureau 
presumably as a part of the treasury 
department, is already a part of 
Aldrich scheme for the administra 
tive portion of the tariff bill, and it 
is, therefore, reasonable to suppose 
that the amendment offered in the 
Senate this week by Senator 
Beveridge to create a tariff commis- 
sion of seven members, etc., will be 
adopted, in so far as it is in accord- 
ance with the views of the chairman 
of the Finance Committee. The dis 
position of this committee is to make 
such a bureau purely clerical, with- 
out authority to take any steps which 
would promote tariff changes or that 
could be used as a basis for un 
favorable criticism of the action of 
Congress. Mr. Beveridge’s amend- 
ment provides that the commission 
shall procure all available informa 
tion regarding foreign customs tariffs 
and prepare such data in suitable 
form for the guidance of the Presi- 
dent in the administration of the 
maximum and minimum features of 
the new tariff act, and this is in ac- 
cordance with the views of President 
Taft. Adams.

DUSTLESS STREETS. 


A car load of tanks of dust prevent- 
ative arrived Thursday and the Com- 
missioner is getting ready to spread 
the same upon the streets. 

This preventative which is a com- 
bination of oil, tar etc., is mixed with 
water at the ratio of one gallon of 
preventative to 5 gallons of water. 
The water is used to spread the pre- 
ventative. 

The method of mixing the two is an 
ingenius one. A small cylinder is 
used into which a pipe from the 
barrel of the preventative is connect- 
ed on one side. One end of the 
cylinder is connected with the 
sprinkling cart by a hose and the 
other end to a hydrant by a hose. 

As the stream of heavy preventa- 
tive enters the cylinder the force of 
the hydrant stream strikes it and 
separates it and the whole is carried 
by force into the sprinkling cart. 

The material used some of which 
has already been applied to a section 
of Hancock street is the same as used 
by the city of Newton about which so 
much favorable notice has been made. 

It is claimed that after a street is 
once thoroughly coated with the pre- 
ventative only one additional applica- 
tion will be necessary late in the 
summer.

The new police ordinance as report- 
ed in the City Council by the Ordi- 
nance committee covers a number of 


points not covered by the Ordi-| 
nance now in force. In fact much of 
the dead matter in the present 


ordinance is eliminated and it is made 
up-to-date. 

The changes from the existing 
ordinance briefly stated are as fol- 
lows: The number of permanent men 
of the department instead of calling 
for a certain number, reads as many 
as the City Council may from time to 
time determine. The number of Re- 
serve men instead of being a certain 
number reads as many as the laws of 
the Commonwealth permit. 

The duties of the Chief are more 
clearly defined as well as that of} 
patrolmen.

If the Mayor approves the order 
and Mr. Cavanagh refuses to accept, 
two courses are open, to take the land 
by light of eminent domain and have 
a commission fix the price or to start 
all over again and purchase some 
other lot. 

Taking everything into considera- 
tion it does not look much like a 
school building at Houghs Neck this 
year.

The Quincy Catholic club a body 
of women which has been doing a 
good work so quietly that one hardly 
knew of their existence, has issued a 
most attractive club book. It con- 
tains reports of the officers and a list 
of members. 

The club is a charitable society 
composed of Catholic women organized 
in April 1908 for the purpose of ad- 
ministering to the wants and relieving 
the sufferings of the poor and sick 
of St. John’s parish. Business and 
sewing meetings have been held regu- 
larly throughout the year also enter- 
tainments for raising money. 

Financial receipts for the year from 
dues, donations, and entertainments 
were $770.75 and expenditures $205.97 
leaving a balance April 1, 1909 of 
$164.78. 

During the year 44 cases were in- 
vestigated and 44 cases assisted. Over 
500 articles of clothing were distri- 
buted, also shoes, rubbers and stock- 
ings. Other substantial donations 
were groceries and provisions, coal, 
wood, bed linen, blankets, dinners at 
Thanksgiving and Christmas and in 
extreme cases money has been sup- 
plied. 

In addition to regular work the 
society has taken care of five tuber- 
culosis cases, paying for two patients 
at Rutland. The directors have en- 
tered into the work of visiting the 
sick and relieving the poor in a 
most helpful, cheerful spirit which 
accounts for the good results. 

The club numbers 100 women as 
members and has three honorary 
members: the Rey. John J. Coan, Mr. 
Joseph Dasha and Mr. W. L. Russell.

—During the blue ribbon temper- 
ance campaign twenty-five years ago, 
good use was made of a story con- 
cerning a keeper in a reformatory who 
to test the mental ability of new- 
comers, set them to empty a watering- 
trough into which the water was run- 
ning.

But to 
prevent them is often easy. Within 
the lifetime of this generation some 
of the most virulent diseases have lost 
their terror. Some of them could be 
rooted out, once for all, if everybody 
would act according to laws of health 
and healing, now well attested.

Savings bank life insurance in 
Massachusetts has had _ satisfactory 
progress in the past few months, a 
total of considerably more than half 
a million dollars of insurance already 
standing to the credit of the “sav- 
ing and insurance banks.”

A third rep- 
resentation is one from firms of Bos- 
ton and the neighborhood which have 
been willing to appoint one woman 
employee to attend meetings of the 
advisory committee and to give ad- 
vice from the standpoint of the prac- 
tical wage earner. It is expected 
that this newly organized committe: 
will in time add to its effectiveness 
through the cooperation of every in- 
telligent and public spirited group of 
women in the Bay State.

ENGLISH CORNED BEBRF PICKLE. 


—Put into a large kettle three gallons 
of water. Let it come to a good boil, 
then add three pounds common salt. 
two pounds rock salt, two ounces 
saltpetre, two ounces brown sugar. 
Stir until these ingredients are dis- 
solved without boiling again. Let 
this stand over night, and in the morn- 
ing strain and pour into a large jar 
or firkin. Add the beef or tongue, 
which should be turned every day. 
The beef should stay in a day for 
every pound of meat, and a tongue 
three weeks. The best joint is a 
ten pound brisket of flat ribs. When 
boiled the bones should be taken out, 
the meat well pressed, then glazed. 


CHICKEN PATTIES.—The _ingre- 
dients are a few mmshrooms, the re- 
mains of a chicken and several cold 
biscuits. Pick the bits of chicken 
from the bones; add the mushrooms; 
chop or grind; season with salt, pep- 
per, five drops of onion flavoring and 
five drops of celery flavoring. Cook 
in one cupful of milk; add one spoon- 
ful of flour made into a paste with 
butter; cook all until the flour thick- 
ens the gravy. With a sharp knife 
cut out the centres of the biscuits, 
rub them over with milk, and set in 
the oven to brown; then remove, fill 
with the mixture, and you have the 
finest kinds of “patties” at the least 
possible cost.

MRS, EMILY P. COLLINS. 


Mrs. Emily P. Collins the oldest per- 
son in Quincy gassed away early 
Thursday evening at the home of her 
grand daughter Mrs. Florence Peltier 
Pope on Newbury avenue, Atlantic. 

Mrs. Collins was born Aug. 11, 1814 
end had she lived until next August’ 
would have been 95 years of age. Her 
death was due to infirmaties incident 
to old age. 

Atthough she had reached an 
attained by but few Mrs. Collins was 
keen of wit and could recite poems and 
essays quite as glibly as when she was 
younger. She retained faculties 
almost to the lasi. 

Aside from her splendid attainments, 
Mrs. Collins was a remarkable woman.

His service during these 
years is given in his pension papers 
James Parnley was fifty-seven years 
old when Mrs. Collins was born, and 
being the youngest of six children 
was, of course, the pet. She grew up 
in the midst of books and histories and 
from early childhood was a lover of 
vitel things. 

In 1835, she married Charles Peltier, 
a merchant and they made their home 
in Detroit. On July 4, 1841, left a 
widow by Mr. Peltier, she was married 
to Simri Collins. 

During the Civil war Mrs. Collins 
was @ nurse in Virginia, her two sons, 
one a surgeon and the other a lawycr, 
accompanying her. She served as a 
volunteer nurse through the campaigu 
of 1864 at the front in the Shenaudoah 
Valley. 

Mrs. Collins, after the death 
her second husband, devoted her time 
to great movements for better things. 
She was the first woman in the world 
to start the woman’s suffrage question 
and the first woman to ask any body 
of men for the privilege of voting. It 
was through her aid that seats wer- 
put in large stores for the salesgirls. 
For many years, even before the gen-

eral anti-slavery agitation, she was 
an ardent abolitionist she was 
familiar with political questions 


throughout her whole life. 

She was a member of the Massachu- 
setts Referendum League and of tne 
Woman's Relief Corps. Her writings 
fcr the press, under the pen-name of 
“Justitia,” were always in support of 
human rights. 

At the age of 80, while visiting in 
Hartford one season became 
temporary editor of one of the local 
papers owing to the illness of the 
present editor, and carried on her 
paper for several months, making it 
bright and clever as was everyuiing

The body was taken to the depot 
until Dr. Jones of Quincy, medical ex- 
aminer arrived when it was trans- 
ferred to Fay’s undertaking rooms on 
Newport avenue. 

The express train was in charge of 
Conductor Martin McGurn of Brain- 
tree, 

Ernest Kiesewetter, an eye-witness 
of the accident, when interviewed 
at his home at 13 Elmwood avenue, 
Wollaston said, “I had just got off of 
the 7.21 and after it had pulled out 
.ef the station 1. started to eross the 
tracks behind these two women.” 

“I saw the express train -coming 
and shouted. The foremost woman had 
got across when she saw the express 
and threw up her arms as if she was 
going back to help her companion.” 

“But she was too late and the ex- 
press struck the woman before either 
of us could do anything.” 

“They probably didn't hear me shout 
until after it was too late.”

| LETTER FROM STATE HOUSE. 


Boston, April 28, 1909. 

| John L. Billard seems to have the 
asia hand just now. His block of 
Boston and Maine stock has become 
an object of such suspicion that Gov. 
Draper sends a message to the legis- 
jlature that it be not allowed to fall 
into the hands of any purchaser for- 
eign and hostile to ‘Massachusetts who 
may cripple the prosperity of the 
state. If the stock has such commer- 
cial possibilities then the foreign pos- 
sible purchaser will dowbtless want 
it. Massachusetts will want it and 
Mr. Billard can say to each: “You 
must bid higher.” In consequence of 
the hearing held yesterday by the rail- 
road committees, considering Gov. 
Draper's message, all sides agree that 
the message is all right, albeit they 
do not seem to understand exactly 
what may be done under it. The big 
men of the anti-merger side were 
there—Charles H. Jones and Bernard 
J. Rothwell, representing the business 
interests ,and ex-Senator William B. 
Lawrence and Louis D. Brandeis, 
representing the stubborn opposition 
during two years to the merger propo- 
sition—and they agreed with the 
governor. It is therefore now the 
function of the railroad committee to 
draft a suitable bill. 

But the consequence of Goy. Dra- 
per’s alarm over the danger that the 
Billard stock will fall into hostile 
hands is seen immediately in the con- 
clusion that safety is only to be found 
in making the state the owner and so 
preventing the sale forever. Indeed, 
the Billard situation opens up an in- 
teresting vista of opportunity. If any 
holder or holders of a large block of 
railroad stock, whether of Boston & 
Maine ,or New Haven ,or Boston & 
Albany, can imperial the prosperity 
of the state by threattening to sell to 
hostile owners, why cannot such hold- 
ers work up a scare any time they 
please and force up the price of their 
holdings? That would be a practical 
blackmailing of the state into buying 
the stock. But how is it to be avoided 
under the new policy? Hence this in- 
cident promises to mark an epoch in 
the relation of the state to the rail- 
roads. Advocates of state ownership 
are quick to seize the opportunity, and 
Martin M. Lomasney has put in, for 
Daniel J. Kiley, former chairman of 
the democratic state committee, a pe- 
tition and bill for state ownership of 
the stock. Gov. Draper proposes a 
high degree of state regulation in his 
message to keep control of the Bill- 
ard stock in the hands of a controlling 
corporation to be created by special 
act with special powers. So the rail- 
road problem, in its broad aspects, is 
still before the legislature in an acute 
form, it looks still as if Billard, the 
New Haven and the Boston & Maine 


were masters of the situation, in spite 
of the fact that the state has com- 
pelled the New Haven to drop its 


trolley holdings and to keep clear of 
any suspicion of absorbing the Boston 
& Maine. To complicate the situa- 
tion, politics is mixed up with it bad- 
ly. Presumably, all the democrats are 
anti-mergerites. Gov. Draper, in view 
of the protest of Boston business men, 
regardless of party, will hesitate, for 
political reasons, ta throw cold water 
upon the antimerger side, and it 
impossible to consider the proposition 
as 4 pure transportation and commer- 
cial problem. 

Speaker Walker has twice lately 
taken a decisive part in legislation. 
The other day he prevented, by taking 
the floor and making a strong argu 
ment against the bill, the passage of 
the bill for 80 cent gas for Past Bos- 
ton. Yesterday he gave his vote to 
make a tie and defeated, for the time 
only, however, the bill for direct 
nominations in Essex county, He 
shows no lack of courage to meet 
emergencies, but this critics in the 
House, who are sore for lack of get- 
ting committee positions, are prevent- 
ing him from making a short session 
record.

death of State Librarian 
Caleb B. Tillinghast at the Boston 
homoeopathic hospital early this 
morning, Massachusetts loses an of- 
ficial who was remarkably efficient in 
his sphere. He made the state library 
which must always be on a different 
basis from any other library, very 
useful and satisfactory to its many 
patrons. He made a speciality of col- 
lections of laws of all states and 
countries. By exchanges with the 
states of the United States and with 
foreign state departments he kept in 
touch with all current legislation in 
all parts of the world. By watching 
his opportunities and buying wisely, 
he secured valuable collections of the 
past, so that it is a fair proposition 
that no other library in this country 
has such extensive collections of the 
laws of all nations. It was his theory 
that the laws constitute in a peculiar 
degree the history of a nation. Hence 
there is in the Massachusetts state 
library an exceptionally favorable op- 
portunity for the student who is col- 
lecting national historical materials. 
Personally Mr. Tillinghast was con- 
siderate of those in his service, cour- 
teous to those of the public who came 
to be served and was so well fitted 
for the position that he would have 
held it for life, even if his 66 years 
had been much prolonged. When I 
first knew him, he was city editor of 
the Boston Journal, and he was more 
thorough in avoiding beats against 
himself and in getting them on other 
city editors then any of the modern 
school are. He was very much dis- 
turbed by the recent attack in the 
House upon the library because it did 
not have a legislative reference de- 
partment, an idea utterly impracti- 
cable in the form in which it was 
proposed. The effort reached its end 
in the senate yesterday in a total fiz- 
zle, but the outcome came to late to 
work his recovery. 

While it is too early to foretell the 
fate of the bill to incorporate the 
trustees of Massachusetts college, yet 
the unanimous vote of the House yes- 
terday, without debate, gives it first 
class promise of going through the 
House. It had been passed for de- 
bate repeatedly, but its questioners 
seemed to have been satisfied by the 
time they had an opportunity to talk. 
The two dissenters of the committee 
are in the senate, and it is there, if 
anywhere, that the bill will meet 
serious opposition. 

Yesterday the House passed to be 
engrossed the Senate bill for the in- 
corporation of credit unions. This is 
a new thing for this country, but it 
has some 25,000 practical illustrations 
in Europe. It owes its favor here 
to Pierre Jay, our recent savings bank 
commissioner. It is for the particu- 
lar benefit of men and women with- 
out capital, but with good character, 
and it has operated for the material 
financial benefit of the members, as 
it is managed in Europe. Regulations 
are strict for borrowing, but the actual 
demonstration of the suecess of rely- 
ing upon the character af borrowers 
who can put wp nq callateral but their 
honesty hag made it advisable to try 
the system here. Mr. Jay has been 
enthusiastic and it has marked advan- 
tagea over our present savings bank 
system in way of giving opportuni- 
ties to borrowers. 

From the committee on. agriculture 
comes an appropriation of $150,000 a 
year for three years for the suppres- 
sien of the gypsy and brown tail 
moths. It is expetced that $15,000 of 
this will go for experiments with 
parasites. State Forester Rane esti- 
mates that for each of these three 
years about $1,000,000 a year will be 
spent here in Massachusetts fighting 
the pests. This is made up of about 
$200,000 from the national govern- 
ment, plus the $150,000 from the state 
and what will be spent further by 
cities and towns ,by individuals, and 
by the metropolitan district in its 


parks and boulevards. There is a 
growing appreciation of the destruc- 
tive nature of the pest and the need 
of thorough action.

LECTURE ON PASTRY. 


Mrs. Janet McKenzie Hill gave an 
extra demonstration lecture on pastry 
under the auspices of the Wollaston 
Kindergarten committee Monday after- 
noon in Brasee hall. Mrs. Hill said in 
part, pastry should be only for occa- 
sions but when served, have it of the 
best,—light, flaky and tender, pastry 
that is tough should never be eaten. 
Pastry that is light, dry and flaky is 
more easily separated by the gastric 
juices than that which is heavy. A 
pie crust of lard makes the more 
iender crust but butter should always 
be used for Puff Paste. 

A pie should be eaten the day it is 
baked, the remaining crust can be put 
in a bowl and covered to make it as 
air tight as possible, and use a few 
days later. As Mrs. Hill was making 
the crust, she explained how essential 
it was that pastry flour and shorten- 
ings should be thoroughly chilled and 
in summer made early in the morn- 
ing. Its lightness depends on the 
amount of air enclosed and expansion 
of that air in baking. The flakiness 
depends upon the kind and amount of 
shortening used. It is necessary to 
work rapidly and with a light touch, 
and she showed how it should be 
rolled. She used the Magic cover to 
roll her crust and proved conclusively 
that it is all it is claimed to be. While 
making the Prune filling for the pie, 
she gave the ladies a new receipe for 
cooking rhubarb which could also be 
used for pie. 

Mrs. Hill showed and told in detail 
how to make Chow Paste for Eclairs 
which after baking were allowed to 
cool and ‘then split after which the 
centres were filled with English 
cream and then covered with a choco- 
late frosting which was especially nice 
and easy to make. It could also be 
used for cake. A lady was heard to 
remark that “to be told how to make 
Eclairs successfully was worth the 
price of the lecture.” 

Lemon Fanchonettes, were made in 
small tins lined with pastry covered 
with meringue and baked, and useful 
hints were given regarding the making 
of meringues so that they would not 
be watery or tough. 

Strawberry Tarts were a delicious 
concoction. Pastry was cut in rounds 
placed on a baking sheet then piped 
with Chow Paste, and backed, after 
which the centres were filled with 
cream and covered with sliced straw- 
berries mixed with sugar. 

Orange Strips filled with orange 
curd sandwich fashion, was somethin, 
entirely new and nice. 

These lectures have been especially 
instructive and Mrs. Hill’s personality 
and kindness in answering questions 
has been much appreciated. Mrs 
Pinkham spoke for the Kindergarten 
committee under whose auspices the 
lectures had been given and told how 
they had enjoyed and appreciated Mrs. 
Hill’s lectures. Mrs. Hill was given a 
hearty cheer to which she replied ex- 
pressing her thanks for the interest 
and attention accorded her.

NEW ASSESSOR. 
J. Winthrep Pratt, who was re- 
quested’ by Mayor Shea to resign 


from the board of Assessors did not 
do and Monday noon he was 
removed. A notice of his removal 
was filed with the City Clerk and a 
copy served upon Mr. Pratt by a con- 
stable. The notice said that he was 
removed for the good of the service. 

As soon as the notice had beer 
served by ‘the constable upon Mr. 
Pratt, the Mayor appointed Alexan- 
ler Faleoner of South Quincy to fill 
the vacancy. 

Mr. Falconer, the new assessor, 
probabiy one of the best known men 
at South Quincy. He was born in 
Aberdeen, Scotland, in 1853 and was 
educate’ in the public schools of his 
native place, being graduated from 
the Mechanics Institution, a branch 
of the Sonth Kensington school of 
Science and Art, London. 

He came to this country in 1875, 
landing in New York, from which 
city he came to Quincy in 1881, where 
he has since resided. He followed 
his trade of a stonecutter for several 
years. At the same time he took a 
course in business training at Co- 
mer's business college. In 1886 he 
formed a partnership with the late 
Alexander Marnock as a_ granite 
manufacturer. Later he associated 
himself with J. S. Swingle in the 
same business. This firm cortinued 
until several years ago, when it was 
dissolved. The firm was one of the 
best known in the city. A few years 
ago Mr. Falconer purchased a quar- 
ry which he now carries on under the 
name of Falconer & Co. 

Mr. Falconer served in the City 
Councils of 1997 and 1908 and proved 
a valued member. He has always 
stood fer the best citizenship ant 
good government and as he is thor- 
oughly conversant with the granite 
business should make a valued mem- 
ber of the board of Assessors. 

He is a director of the Y. M. C. A. 
and a trustee of the City Hospital. 
He is also affiliated with the Masonic 
fraternity and the Clan McGregor 
and is a large real estate holder.

GARDEN SEEDS IN STRIPS. 


Fancy the look of chagrin and dis- 
may on the faces of your neighbor's 
chickens, if, after scratching busily 
for seeds in your new-made garden, 
they should uncover long strips of 
unmasticatable, lumpy paper tape in- 
stead of the germs of cabbages, cauli- 
flower and egg plant. Such is possi- 
ble, for the back yard gardeners may 
now buy strips of tape with the seeds 
imbedded in them. Each tape is care- 
fully labelled with the mames of the 
vegetable it will grow, so that there 
is no excuse for the amateur who uses 
the seed tape, when radishes spring 
up where tomatoes were supposed to 
be growing. 

The tapes are 
of an inch broad 
like ribbon. The

He 
thought it was of great value to the 
railway company and they should re- 
numerate the city in some way. 

J. Q. A. Field could not see how the 
company could better the present con- 
ditions. He thought parcels could not 
be delivered so promptly or so cheap- 
ly as now. He was also of the opin- 
ion that passenger traffic would suffer. 
It would also cause considerable ex- 
pense to the city in widening the 
streets, and thought that the persons 
who urge it do not take this into con- 
sideration. He contended that the 
rails were not sufficiently strong to 
bear the weight of heavily loaded 
freight cars. Expressmen should not 
be driven out of business. 

E.R. Stone explained that if a 
franchise were granted it could not be 
limited to time, but would be granted 
forever, and he insisted that such a 
franchise would be extremely valu- 
able. Could not understand how it is 
possible to get parcels here any soon- 
er than at present. If Quincy is to 
give up something for the towns out- 
side she ought to be well paid for it. 
Railways should pay for widening 
and double tracking the streets. 

Mr. Whitman thought it would im- 
pede passenger service. 

Mr. Foster wanted to know what 
will be the use of abolishing grade 
crossings and then allow freight trains 
to pass through our streets.

Hotes and Comments. 


—Gov. Draper has signed the bill 
requiring the display of the national 
flag on the public schools of the state. 
Up to the passage of this act school 
committees were required to provide 
flags for each school in their charge 
and proper means for displaying it. 
(Further than that the law simply 
said that the flags may be displayed. 
The new law, however, changes this 
word “may” to “shall,” endeavoring 
to make it compulsory

—The first instalment on account 
of the George F. Parkman bequest of 
$5,200,000 for the maintenance and 
improvement of the Common and 
other Boston parks, has been turned 
over to City Treaurer. It amounts to 
$400,000, $100,000 of which is income 
which has accrued since the death of 
Mr. Parkman last September. 


—A few weeks ago a dapper young 
man canvassed Mansfield in the inter- 
ests of a portrait house. He was 
“just advertising” the work and 
would enlarge any photograph free of 
cost. He was so innocently earnest 
that he left town with several orders. 
Monday another chap came to town 
to deliver these advertisements but he 
charged $5.50 for the frame and pic- 
ture, and would neither give the pho- 
jograph nor the portrait unless a 
“rame was bought. He met with pro- 
ests, but in many cases he got by, 
for he threatened prosecution, etc., 
etc. According to the late lamented 
and oft-quoted Barnum, the average 
human being feels that he has been 
illttreated unless some one fools him, 
humbugs and skins him once or twice 
during each succeeding year.—Mans- 
field News. 

—During the last three years more 
than three thousand smallpox patients 
were treated at the Philadelphia 
Municipal Hospital and of this num- 
ber not one had been successfully 
vaccinated for some years before the 
attack. None of the medical attend- 
ants were attacked. Of one hundred 
women workmen employed near the 
patients, four refused to be vaccinat- 
ed. These were striken with small- 
pox, while those who submitted to the 
operation were unscathed. Of seven 
hundred medical students who have 
worked in smallpox wards only one 
caught the infection and he had never 
been successfully vaccinated. 


—A Tonawanda (N. Y.) firm has 
completed a sample order of three 
thousand packages of compressed 
haversack rations for the use of the 
United States Army. The rations 
are packed in a watertight box 2 3-4 
inches long, 2 1-4 inches wide and 
1 1-8 inches thick. The articles con- 
tained are: Salt, .16 ounce; pepper, 
.2 ounce, sugar, 2.4 ounces, and cof- 
fee, 1.12 ounces, sufficient for one 
soldier for a day. The coffee is com- 
pressed under twelve tons pressure 
und is reduced one-third in bulk. The 
salt is prepared under five tons pres- 
sure and the pepper is placed in a 
capsule inserted in a wooden holder. 
Each article is wrapped in water- 
proof paper and the whole is placed 
in a watertight box. 


—Sometimes at sea when a vessel 
is disabled other vessels pass ‘her 
giving no heed to her signals of dis- 
tress. But some vessel ultimately 
goes to her assistance and perhaps 
tows ther into port. In life selfish 
men pass the unfortunate by and 
bestow no thought upon their condi- 
tion. Yet, after all, the world is full 
of unselfish and helping souls that 
delight to do good to others and that 
fact should make us optimistic as to 
life and humanity.—Whitman Times. 


—Old Fort Ticonderoga is to be re- 
stored and made to appear exactly as 
it did when Bthan Allen captured it. 
The work, which is to be done by the 
New York family that has owned the 
fort property for more than a cen- 
tury, will take ten years and will 
cost $500,000. Five hundred thous- 
and dollars says the Somerville 
Journal would fit up a model hospital. 


—Here is another danger, O ye men, 
of giving the ballot to women, say 
Sciolus of Milford. A Pennsylvania 
magistrate is about to inflict this pen- 
alty for drunkenness—the victim must 
turn his pay envelope over to his wife. 
Think of the votes that judge could 
poll if he aspired for some high elec- 
tive office. Furthermore he could 
command the votes of the grocery and 
provision merchants and a host of 
others who would share in the newly 
made prosperity of the family. Of 
course, I am assuming that the hus- 
band is the only spendthrift in the 
family, otherwise a guardian must be 


appointed.

LADIES’ NIGHT. 


Ladies’ night was observed by the 
Men's club of St. Chrysostoms church 
on Monday evening and many of the 
fair sex were present. Col. Thomas N. 
Wood, U. S. M. C. who is in command 
of the Charlestown Navy yard ad- 
dressed those present on “The Phiilip- 
pines.” He told in a most chatty and 
interesting manner of his personal ex- 
periences while on the islands beside 
giving much other valuable informa- 
tion. 

“While under Spanish control,” he 
said, “the natives were to a large ex- 
tent unsubdued, the Spanish only oc- 
cupying a fringe of towns on the coast. 
Since the arrival of the Americans 
this has been changed and the un- 
civilized tribes are being pushed fur- 
ther and further back.” 

Col Wood told of the inconven- 
iences in the Philippines and of the 
mosquitos, ants, lizards and other 
pests which at times make life intoler- 
able. The chief pleasure of the na- 
tives is cock-fighting and wherever 
one goes on the islands he is apt to 
see a game-cock in the yard of the 
natives. 

He told of a journey he made while 
on the islands with a companion 
Major Abercrombie. The country 
through which they passed was so 
rough and so obstructed by the na- 
tives, in order to keep back the Ameri- 
can advance, that on the completion of 
their journey as he said, they were 
hardly fit for publication. Their 
means of communication, he said, was 
asort of “cigar box” Spanish by 
which they managed to make them- 
selves understood. 

There is on the islands, said Col. 
Wood, a species of wild chicken which 
has escaped from civilization, which 
runs so fast that if there were any in 
this country they would be fined for 
exceeding the speed limit. 

Americans are not looked upon with 
favor on the islands, continued the 
speaker, “most of the trading being 
carried on by the Germans and 
Spaniards. If an American wants to 
go into business there, ‘he said, he 
generally opens a bar-room. 

The effort to keep the natives under 
subjection until they are educated, is 
so strong that anyone who reads the 
Declaration of Independence at any 
public gathering makes himself liable 
to six months’ imprisonment. 

He spoke of the strange customs 
in vogue regarding the dead. There a 
body is allowed to remain in the 
cemetery as long as the rent is paid. 
This coming in arrears the remains 
are taken and thrown in an enormous 
bone pit where many others have met 
a similar fate. 

Owing to climatical conditions, Coi. 
Wood said, the soldiers there are un- 
able to find many diversions and 
naturally take to drinking. Now that 
the canteen has been abolished in the 
islands the soldiers have taken to 
drinking a fiery native liquor which, if 
persisted in drives a man insane. This 

is been the cause of many deaths 
among our boys in the Philippines. 
Col. Wood is in favor of the reestab- 
lishment of the canteen which would 
do away with the taking of this fiery 
native liquor and which, with the 
proper modifications, would bring on 
no evil effects. 

In closing Col. Wood spoke of the 
customs of the Morros and how, in a 
sort of religious frenzy, they run 
amuck striking down every Christian 
within reach. 

After his address a social’ interval 


Was enjoyed, during which refresh- 
ments of sandwiches, orangeade 
coffee, ice cream and cake were 
served.

BOAT CAPSIZED. 


Three men had a narrow escape 
from drowning in Quincy Bay, Sun- 
day afternoon when their boat was 
overturned during a fifty mile gale. 
Their rescue was accomplished with 
much difficulty by Arthur P. Homer, 
who went to their rescue in ‘his motor 
boat. 

Mrs. Homer and her 11 year old 
daughter Anna also played an im- 
portant part in their rescue. 

Two of the men were unconscious 
when rescued, but revived at the 
Quincy Yacht club boathouse, where 
all were attended by Dr. Frederick E. 
Jones. They were removed to the 
Great Head House at Houghs Neck, 
where they are under a physician’s} 
care. 

The three men came from Campello. 
They are Olaf and Oscar Nelson, 
brothers, and Mr. Sanberg. Olaf was 
the least fatigued of the three and 
was able to leave at 9 o'clock Sunday 
for his home. 

In tthe dangerous condition of ‘the 
sea no effort was made to save the 
overturned craft. It washed in toward 
Peddock’s island, where it was se- 
cured by men from the West Head 
Inn, 

The gale was puffy and dangerous 
for sailing craft and kicked up a bad 
sea for motor boats so that very few 
ventured out onto the water. Mr. 
Homer, ‘with his wife and daughter, 
his father, Arthur B. Homer, and his 
boatman, H. L. Mitchell, went to ‘the 
Quincy Yacht club and boarded the 
Debutante, but decided that the con- 
ditions were too dangerous. The par- 
ty went into the cabin for dinner. 
Some time later Mr. Homer put ‘his 
head through the hatch ito see if the 
wind was abating, when he saw a 
small sloop shoot out by the head of 
Peddock’s island. ‘he little craft met 
the full force of the gale and went 
over. 

Shouting an order, Mr. Homer start- 
ed his engine, and the lines were 
quickly cast off. The Debutante is 
speedy, and, running with the gale, 
covered the mile to the scene of the 
aceident in short time. Three men 
were seen struggling to retain a hold 
on the overturned craft. They ‘were 
benumbed with the cold and exhaust- 
ed from their struggle. 

It was no easy task to effect a res- 
cue. The waves tossed the Debutante 
in perilous fashion. Mr. Homer, with 
his father and the boatman, took a 
position in the bow, as Mrs. Homer 
at the wheel, brought the boat about 
so as to bring the men in the lee of 
the Debutante. Each man was armed 
with a stout line in which to make 
a fastening on to one of the three men 
struggling in the water. The position 
of Mrs. Homer was the all important 


one at this point in the rescue. Any- 
thing but skilled handling of the 
wheel of the big motor boat would 


have sent it crashing into the over- 
turned craft and might have resulted 
in sinking the Debutante. Mrs. Homer 
proved herself a well trained woman 
of nerve and brought the Debutante 
up so that the three men could just 
reach the two men who appeared to 
he the most fatigued. 

Homer and Mitchell got a line fast- 
ened under the waists of the two men 
and made the line fast. In doing so 
they shipped a foot of water in the 
cockpit of the motor boat and all of 
the men were drenched. Their at- 
tention was then given to the third 
man in the water. He was in better 
condition than the Gther two and was 
hauled aboard the Debutante over the 
bow. 

The other two men were then 
hauled aboard, one at a time. They 
had on heavy rubber boots, oil skins 
and sweaters, and in their water- 
soaked and helpless condition it was 
a difficult task to get them aboard. 
Mrs. Homer, who had ‘to give a hand 
to the three men, had one of her 
hands severely cut by the slipping of 
one of the ropes. Each of the men 
weighed over 200 pounds, and as both 
were unconscious at this time the 
work of the rescue party was one of 
endurance as well as daring. 

During this part of the rescue the 
daughter Anua remained in the cabin, 
but she had been working. She se- 
cured whiskey and had found a num- 
ber of blankets. These she laid out 
on the floor and on the bunks of the 
cabin, prepared for the work of 
resuscitation of the unconscious men. 
Whiskey was forced between the lips 
of the two men, and all were stripped 
of their wet clothes and wrapped in 
the blankets. The motorboat then 
landed the men at the yacht club pier. 

Commodore H. W. Robbins of the 
Quincy Yacht Club saw that every fa- 
cility of the clubhouse was opened ite 
the rescued men and summoned Dr. 
Jones, who arrived a few minutes 
after the men were brought in. Com-

MISS SIBYLLA PFAFFMANN., 


A large number of friends, class- 
mates, pupils and neighbors attended 
on Monday the funeral services of 
Miss Sibylla A. Pfaffmann of 57 Clay 
street. For twenty years she was an 
invalid, but many will remember her 
as the star pupil at the Quincy High 
school in 1875, 1876 and 1877; and the 
same success attended her at Thayer 
Academy and also Radcliffe college, 
where she specialized. She was in her 
15th year when she ‘was graduated 
from the High school im tthe well 
known F. F. F. class, which for many 
years held excursions and reunions. 
Her death was the first among the 
graduates of that class. Miss Pfaff- 
mann also taught at the Sharon 
grammar school, the Adams school 
and High school in this city, and later 
at the Newton High school, showing 
great proficiercy and knowledge. All 
through her illness she was interest- 
ed in the problems of the day. 

The funeral service was conducted 
by the new pastor of the Wollaston 
Baptist church, Rev. Joseph Walther, 
who spoke of her high attainments, 
her patience during the long illness, 
and lessons from her life.

N. E. TELEPHONE COMPANY. 


Nearly a million calls a day is the 
average patronage of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
according to the annual report of 
General Thomas Sherwin, its presi- 
dent. The exact figures given are, 
approximately, 301,600,000 local calls 
and 15,800,000 toll calls for the year 
1908, and they emphasize the wide- 
spread usefulness of the telephone 
and its intimate relation to the busi- 
ness and social life of the community. 
It is estimated by careful observers 
that 1,500,000 persons, or about one- 
third of the population of New Eng- 
land, are in daily touch with tele- 
phone service. 

The rapid development of the Com- 
pany is another feature of the report 
that forcibly strikes one as he per- 
uses the figures presented. Last 
year only 13,737 stations were added, 
owing to a restrictive policy induced 
by the unsettled conditions of busi- 
ness. For 1909, however, an increase 
of 25,000 stations is expected. 

Considering that the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
was not organized until 1883, it is 
interesting to note that in four north- 
ern New England States in which it 
operates, the system of which it is 
the centre had, at the end of 1908, 
304,896 telephones connected there- 
with, a number that has since in- 
creased to over 312,000.

Fish Chowder. Bass and cod are 
the best fish for chowder, but other 
fish can be used. Clean the fish and 
cut in slices. Fry a few pieces of fat 
salt pork, then take up and chop. In- 
tothe pork fat put a layer of the fish 
}several bits of the fried pork, a few 
shices of onion, and salt and pepper to 
season. Add also pilot ‘biscuit that 
have been soaked tender in cold 
water, or some of the ordinary crack 
| ers broken in small pieces. Repeat 
ithe layers of fish, pork and crackers 
| until all the fish is used. Then turn 
in enough cold water to cover all 
and simmer from twenty-five minutes 
to half an hour. Thicken the gravy 
with a little blended flour and water, 
add ‘butter and season, if you wish, 
with a large spoonful catsup or a 
glass of white wine, and serve at once. 

Sour Cream Salad Dressing. An- 
other excellent salad dressing for 
potatoes or cabbage has sour cream 
for a foundation. Add a small 
thick sour cream, three tablespoonfuls 
cider or tarragon vinegar, a teaspoon- 
ful each salt and sugar, a saltspoonful 
paprika or pinch of cayenne. For 
potato salad a teaspoonful onion juice 
or minced onion and a tablespoonful 
minced parsley will be found an addi- 
tion.

' LETTER FROM STATE HOUSE. 


Boston, May 12, 1909. 

Nothing is heard about the probable 
fate of the legislative salary bill in 
the Senate, and it does not make 
much difference, as far as the fate of 
the bill is concerned, unless the Sen- 
ate is as much in favor of the Dill 
as the House. It is unquestionable 
that Gov. Draper is ready to veto the 
‘bill as soon as it reaches him. If the 
Senate fears that it would hurt him to 
let the bill reach him, then, as good 
Republicans, they are bound to throw 
themselves in the breach and to save 
the head of the party, no matter at 
what risk to themselves politically. 
If they think that it will make votes 
for him and if they want to vote for 
the bill on their own hook, then it 
may pass. The House voted for it by 
120 to 40. A like proportion in the

It had been ordered 
to a third reading by a good majority 
by roll-call of the House. But, by the 
time they had reached their next stage 
the political leaders had been heard 
from and the bills were doomed. Both 
were defeated on roll-call and there 
were 22 Republicans who changed

and 12 more who were recorded for 
the general bill who were absent. 
There was a majority of 20 against 
the general bill. At the same time 
that several of the Republican oppo- 
nents made ‘their arguments against 
the bills, they shid that they were not 
opposed to direct nominations. Mr. 
Pattison of Barnstable was the only 
one ‘to admit that his personal opinion 
had not changed, but he shifted his 
vote in order to please business men 
of his constituents, who had asked 
him. It was said in the debate that 
114 representatives and 13 senators 
are already nominated by direct vote 
in the primaries and to that extent 
the new system has got a foothold in 
the state already. It would not be 
strange if this became a political is- 
sue for the Democrats, for the ten- 
dency of the times is toward the aboli- 
tion of delegate conventions, and there 


APRIL WEATHER. 


The weather of April was warmer 
than the average during the first three 
weeks of the month and unusually 
cold during the last week. The mean 
temperature of 45.0 degrees was 0.5 
degrees higher than the normal and 
slightly lower than that of April, 1908. 
The highes: temperature reached was 
79 degrees on the 19th and the low- 
est was 19 degrees on the llth. The 
total rainfall of 4.79 inches was 1.33 
inches more than the usual amount 
and occurred on 15 days. There were 
light snows on the 3d and 30th. 

There was about the average 
amount of relative humidity and 
rather more cloudiness than usual. 
The month was notable for its high 
winds, the mean velocity being the 
highest on record for April and the 
highest for any month since March, 
1896. Gales occurred on seven days 
and the maximum velocity was 92 
miles an hour from the west on the 
Sth. The prevailing wind direction 
was northwest. A thunderstorm oc- 
curred on the 19th and an aurora was 
observed on the evening of the 24th. 

It is estimated that vegetation in 
this vicinity is from three to five days 
later than usual.—L. A. Wells of Blue 
Hill Observatory.

In a sermon on “Boston’s Boy and 
Girl Problem” at the First Parish 
church, West Roxbury, recently Rev. 
E. S. Meredith criticised ex-President 
Roosevelt and President Eliot for their 
attitude toward “Race Suicide.”

Asparagus With Hollandaise Sauce. 
Tie the trimmed asparagus into as 
many bunches us persons to serve. 
Cook ‘the asparagus in boiling, salted 
water until tender (about twenty min- 
utes.)

Mr. Rice for years had been vice 
president of the Continental national 
bank of Boston, a director of the Bos- 
ton safe deposit and trust company, 
and a trustee of the Franklin savings 
bank. He was a member of the Al- 
gonqguin, Union and Trade, and Mer- 
chant’s clubs. Since its organization 
he had been vice president of the Boot 
and Shoe club. 

Mr. Rice had always been a close 
student of affairs and had made many 
valuable contributions to the business 
literature of the day. In 1894 Mr. 
Rice was appointed by Gov. Green- 
halge a member of the first metropoli- 
tan district commission of greater 
Boston. He was the first president of 
the Boston associated board of trade. 
In politics Mr. Rice was a democrat 
and had written and spoken often in 
favor of a low tariff, especially on 
hides and leather. 

Hie was the first president of the 
Quincy City Hospital corporation and 
has always held that office up to his 
death. 

He married Emma L. Cunningham, 
daughter of Simeon Cunningham of 
Marlboro, He is survived by his wife 
two sons, Harry L. and Fred B. who 
were associated with him in the busi-

Rotes aud Comments. 


—The number of miles of London's 
streets is increased by about twenty 
every year. London now measures 
twelve miles in width and seventeen 
in length. 


—Scientists are now trying to rig up 
a device to make daylight last twenty- 
four hours. It’s a waste of time, if 
they ever succeeded in doing it. 
Maxim or somebody equally skilful 
will get up an extinguisher to put out 
the light. 


—Most members of the Massachu- 
setts house still cling to the belief 
that their services are worth $1000 
per session to the state. But they dare 
not make themselves the beneficiaries 
of the salary raise save where they 
hope to be re-elected and so get the 
money back next year. 


—It is reported that a syndicate 
prospecting 150 miles south of Suez, 
on the Red Sea coast, has struck oil, 
the gushcr giving increasing qu2nti- 
ties daily, and indicating large re- 
serves. The possibility of a cheap 
supply of fuel is a discovery of the 
greatest importance to Egypt. 


—The fact that there was only one- 
fifth as many cases of alcoholism re- 
ported in tthe city of Worcester dur- 
ing the last no license year as there 
were during the previous license year, 
is quite significant says the Spencer 
Leader. It gives the lie, absolutely, 
to the statement and oft-repeated as- 
sertion regarding the quality and 
quantity of liquor sold during no li- 
cense times. 


—An attempt is to be made to ac- 
climate the Korean wild fig in Cali- 
fornia. The fig, growing on a hardy 
vine, on trees, trellises, and hedge- 
rows to a height of 30 feet, bears a 
delicious fruit. Some of the seed has 
been sent to the Department of 
Agriculture, California State Univer- 
sity. The fig grows wild in Korea, 
and ‘has proven of great value there. 


—One of the municipalities in 
yreater Berlin, Schoenberg, has a 
bank book issued by the municipal 
savings institution in the name of 
every child whose birth is reported to 
the authorities. Also one mark (25 
cents) is deposited for the child. The 
theory of the practice is that with the 
small sum as a starter parents will be 
encouraged to make deposits for their 
children. The original deposit may 
not be withdrawn by either parent 
within two years of the date of the 
beginning of the account. 


—In discussing “Why People Don't 
Go to Church,” the Athol Transcript 
opines that if the clergymen did a lit- 
tle more “original” preaching there 
would not be such a dearth of listen- 
ers. We are inclined to believe says 
the Spencer Leader that if there was a 
little more of the good old fashioned 
preaching—which was delivered to 
full pews—rather than the original 
kinds, the attendance would not be 
any less than it is. 


—It is announced by Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer, that the voyage of 
the sixteen battleships around the 
world involved an outlay of only $1, 
500,000 more than would have been 
necessary had the fleet spent the time 
occupied on the voyage in home 
waters, either at anchor, or cruising, 
or engaged in the customary man- 
euvers. We quite agree says the 
Scientific American with the Secre- 
tary that the investment of this sum 
by the government was one of the 
most fortunate and successful that 
could have been made. 


—Much has been said in the past 
few years about the near probability 
of a lumber famine in this country 
but indications daily come to light to 
show that the rest of the world is not 
so much better off, although they 
recognized the danger early enough to 
take preventive steps, and are doing 
what they can to postpone the day 
when the supply shall be exhausted. 
The prophecy has been made on good 
authority that in less than thirty 
years an actual shortage will be ex- 
perienced, whereas up to now the 
scarcity has only been evident in con- 
stantly increasing prices. For the 
past twenty years, lumber has steadi- 
ly appreciated in value, despite all 
substitvtes which have been brought 
forward, and despite all efforts to re- 
new and conserve the supply. 


—Now we must revise our Pilgrim 
history, or at least that part of it 
which gives Mary Chilton the honor 
of landing first on Plymouth Rock. 
The Bostonian Society is authofity 
for the statement that neither she nor 
John Alden are entitled to that honor. 
The best evidence at hand does not 
show either of these two historical 
personages to have been members of 
the shallop’s party which landed on 
the Rock on that famous 2lst of De- 
cember, and so some lesser known 
Pilgrim is probably entitled to that 
honor, but as all records are silent 
as to whom it may be, the findings 
of the Bostonian Society brings a loss 
to Mary and her descendants without 
giving to the others anything new to 
boast of. But then every one of Pil- 
grim descent can claim it was their 
ancester who was the only original 
“first stepper,” and there will be so 
Many more made happy.

He could 
see no reason for putting a landing 
on a mud flat when there were many 
places where there was water at all 
times. He was not aware that any- 
one had been refused a landing at the 
Fore River docks. There was an ex- 
cellent opportunity for a landing op- 
posite the berth of the North Dakota 
also at Hayward’s creek. 

J. A. Sedgwick said the Fore River 
Co. and one other party owned a clear 
title deed to all the land from the 
Shoot corner to the stone wall be- 
yond the store. It would therefore be 
necessary to condemn the land if 
wanted and pay for it. There was an 
insufficient depth of water and in- 
sufficient place to store boats without 
entering on private property. It was 
not suitable for public landing as one 
should be near the trolley line. To 
his knowledge no one had been re- 
fused landing on the Fore River 
property . This agitation is because of 
the filling in of private land. 

A Mr. Roberts said he was the own- 
er of the piece of land in dispute op- 
posite the Fore River.

TRIAL OF THE NARWHAL, 


The submarine Narwhal the newest 
and largest of ‘this class of sea fight- 
ers, which was recently launched at 
the Fore River, was given a trial 
Saturday afternoon in the bay. That 
she should be ready for her trials so 
soon after launching is favorably 
commented upon by government 
ofticials. 

When the submarine returned Satur- 
day night her officers said that she 
behaved splendidly. 

Up to the present time the Octopus 
has been queen of the submarine 
flotilla, but those in a position to 
know say the boats of the Narwhal 
type are as far in advance of the Octo- 
pus, as the latter is ahead of the 
Adder and Plunger type. Many new 
inventions have been evolved since 
the construction of the Octopus, and 
there are many other inventions un- 
der way at the works of the Electric 
boat company which will figure large- 
ly in the engine room construction in 
future submarines. 

One of the most important tests 
that have been undertaken in connec- 
tion with submarine boats, aside from 
the propulsive power, is that of send- 
ing and receiving wireless telegrams 
by the boats when under water. 
Secret tests have been held for some 
time past at the works of the Electric 
boat company, and the proposed in- 
vention has reached a stage where it 
is thought to be feasible to give the 
system an actual operative test on 
the submarines in the near future. 

It is probable that these tests will 
be made as soon as some of the other 
boats, launched at the same time the 
Narwhal was, will be in commission. 
These sister ships will be ready for 
their tests in a few weeks time, and 
if it can be proven that wireless mes- 
sages can be sent and received by 
boats under water, it is thought that 
sea fighting of the submarines will be 
revolutionized to a great extent.

MONSTER MUSIC FESTIVAL. 


The executive committee of the 
United Singers of New York, under 
whose auspices the 22d national song 
and music festival of the Northeastern 
Federation of Singing Societies, will 
be given in the Madison Square gar- 
den, New York, on June 19, 20, 21 and 
22, have completed their plans for the 
unusual event which will bring to- 
gether a total of over 13,000 singers to 
be heard at different times during the 
week of the festival. The festival has 
been divided into seven monster con- 
certs. Among the distinguished nota- 
bles who have accepted invitations to 
be present are President Taft, Gov- 
ernor Hughes and Mayor McClellan. 
The opening concert of the great festi- 
val will be held on Saturday evening, 
June 19, when a monster chorus of 
7000 voices will sing the chorus parts 
in Max Bruch’s “Fair Ellen,” assisted 
by Mrs. Corinne Rider Kelsey, soprano 
and Mr. Claude Cunningham, bari- 
tone. At this concert, Mayor McClel- 
lan will welcome the visiting singers 
with a short speech of welcome, after 
which the regular program will be 
rendered under the direction of Mr. 
Julius Lorenz and Mr. Carl Hein. 

Sunday afternoon, June 20, has been 
set by the committee for the school 
children’s concert, which will be giy- 
en under the direct supervision of the 
Board of Education. The children's 
chorus will consist of over 5,000 voices 
all of which have been selected from 
the different high schools and elemen- 
tary schools of Manhattan Borough. 

Sunday night, the 20th, Mme. Schu- 
mann Heinck will be the star feature 
of the concerts, the famous contral- 
to being engaged to come from Europe 
especially for this event. 

Monday afternoon, the 21st, will be- 
gin the competitive prize singing of 
the societies, comprising the second 
and third classes, which consist of 
societies having a membership limited 
to 60; and also of the societies of the 
second class for the New York City 
prize which was donated by the sing- 
ing societies of New York City. 

Monday evening President Taft will 
be present and will deliver an address, 
The soloists on this evening to furth- 
er add eclat, will be Mme. Schumann 
Heinck and Daniel Beddoe and a mon- 
ster chorus of 7,000. 

Tuesday, the 22d, will begin the 
singing for the Kaiser prize which is 
the feature of the festival.

Samuel Adams Indian Pudding. 
Take one and one-half pints of fine 
meal and one quart of milk, five eggs

Veal Cutlets and Bacon. Fillet of 
veal is the most economical. Cut in 
round pieces two inches across, flat- 
ten out with a wet chopper; melt one- 
half ounce of butter on a plate, add 
some parsley chopped with an egg, 
mix all well together; flour the cut- 
lets, dip in the mixture in ‘the plate, 
then into the bread crumbs. Cut the 
bacon in ‘thin slices and thread on a 
skewer; dry fry the cutlets in drip- 
ping, drain on paper. Grill or cook 
the bacon in an oven. Make a circle 
of mashed potatoes on a dish, ‘pour 
tomato sauce in the middle, place 
the cutlets on the top of the pota- 
toes, and garnish with rolls of bacon. 


yerman Potato Salad. Boil four 
niedium sized potatoes in their jackets. 
As soon as done, drain, dry, peel and 
then dust with salt, pepper and celery 
salt, and sprinkle with a tiny bit of 
fine minced onion. Have ready a 
dressing made like this: Beat one 
egg until stiff, add two tablespoonfuls 
melted butter, then drop in gradually 
one-half cup vinegar sweetened with 
a teaspoonful of sugar. Toss the hot 
‘potato in this dressing, put the mix- 
ture on a cold dish and stand in a 
cold place until serving time. Sprinkle 
over the salad a tablespoonful fine 
minced parsley or celery tops, and 
hard boiled eggs. Other variations in 
garnish are a small pickled red beet 
chopped fine and placed diagonally 
across the dish, or sardines or pickled 
herrings. 


Cream of Asparagus Soup. Wash a 
bunch of asparagus, cut into small 
pieces, put into one pint of boiling 
water, and boil gently for three 
fourths of an ‘hour, then rub through 
a colander. Put one quart of milk on 
in a double boiler jand thicken with 
one large tablespoonful of butter 
rubbed with two of flour stirring until 
smooth; if at all lumpy, strain, then 
add the sifted asparagus with the 
water in which it was boiled; season 
to taste, and serve hot.

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LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL. 
Washington, May 22, 1909. 
The Senate leaders are far from 


atisfied with the progress being made 
on the tariff bill, and with a desire 
to call a halt on speeches for home 
consumption and to have the tariff de- 
bate confined to the specific questions 
under consideration, they intend to do 
everything in their power to limit the 
scope of the discussion. Hereafter the 
tariff orators are to be held within 
bounds and will not be permitted to 
discuss the fundamentals of free trade 
and protection; the trust question, the 
political situation, freight rates and 
other economic subjects. On Thurs- 
day of this week ,after a long debate 
in which almost everything except the 
pending amendment was discussed, 
Senator Tillman suggested that the 
time had come when something ought 
to be done to put an end to “this use- 
less Wrangle” and said he was weary 
of sitting in the Senate with nothing 
to do except listen to professions of 
political faith by Republicans and 
Democrats ,and in this he voiced the 
sentiments of many others. Senator 
Aldrich, chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, intends at an early date, to 
invoke a rule that no Senator shall 
speak more than twice on any one 
question in debate on the same day 
without the permission of the Senate, 
and he intends, also, to insist that 
the Senate confine itself to considera- 
tion of the paragraphs under consider- 
ation. It is hoped, in this way, to 
dispose of the bill before the summer 
is over. 

Since the Sperry board made its re- 
port on changes in the navy regula- 
tions Secretary Meyer has been apply- 
ing himself industriously to the sub- 
ject ,and he has decided, practically, 
to formulate a plan of his own for 
navy yard reorganization, founded on 
the basic principle that the highest 
possible degree of efficiency afloat 
shall be the controlling purposes of 
every change and of his entire admin- 
istration, Brief as has been his ex- 
perience at the head of the Navy De- 
partment, Mr. Meyer has grasped al- 
ready this basic proposition that the 
efficiency of the fleet is the great es- 


sential and that all else must bend 
to that end. While efficiency and 


economy will be promoted in the navy 
yards, they are to be recognized as of 
secondary importance. 

In the days of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration visitors to the Senate gal- 
leries were always sure to get a 
glimpse of Vice President Fairbanks, 
hear his sonorous tones, and view the 
dignity of mien with which he pre- 
sided over the body. He was always 
in his seat and seemed to believe that 
it was the duty of the Vice Presi- 
dent to remain near the Senate. Vice 
President Sherman takes another view 
and believes that the Vice President 
should have the same leisure as any 
other member of the Senate. He 
knows there are many capable hands 
in which to trust the gavel and he 
has taken several afternoons off to 


play golf and has made several trips 
to his home on business. He calls 
Senator Frye to the chair whenever 
it is possible, knowing that he is en- 
trusting the business of the Senate 
to one wf the most exact and capable 
cficers who ever presided over the 
Upper House of Congress. When 
Senator Frye is absent Mr. Sherman 
calls on any one who happens to catch 


his eye. One day this week four dif- 
ferent Senators alternated in the 
chair. The consensus of opinion is 


that Mr. Sherman is right in escap- 
ing at times from the bombardment of 
oratorical periods. 
After no little discussion and five 
weeks’ work ,the name of Jefferson 
Davis, president of the late Southern 
Confederacy ,has been restored to the 
tablet on Cabin John Bridge. When 
Mr. Davis was Secretary of War, in the 
fifties ,his name formed part of the 
legend originally cut into the tablet, 
but it was erased from the stone in 
1862 by order of Secretary Caleb Smith 
of the Interior Department. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt ordered its restoration, 
forty-seven years later, just before his 
retirement from office, and his action 
was the result of urgent appeals of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy. 
Prominent members of the Associa- 
tion of State and National Food and 
Dairy Departments are considering the 
advisability of asking Congress ,at its 
next session, to enact legislation pro- 
viding for supervision of all factories 
whieh prepare food products enter- 
ing into interstate commerce. The 
advocates of such a measure maintain 
that it could be drawn along lines 
similar to that providing for the in- 
spection of meat and meat products. 
Many Congressmen are of the opinion, 
however, that such legislation, if en- 
would not stand the tests of the 
and they maintain that it is 
if the meat inspection law 
upheld by the Supreme 
were it taken before that tri- 
bunal. The packers have been so 
benefitted by the law that they have 
not been disposed to subject it to the 
tests of the courts. It is doubtful if 
the purveyors of food products gen- 
erally would be equally benefitted ,and 
it is feared that, were an attempt 
made to so far extend the system, the 
entire legislative structure would fall. 
It is considered extremely doubtful, 
therefore, if Congress could be in- 
duced to extend the policy of federal 
inspection.

Rey. J. H. Crooker, D. D., pastor 
of the Roslindale Unitarian church 


recenuly preached a most forceful ser- 
mon dealing with the boy problem. 
He said: “The greatest need in Ros- 
lindale, as in other places, is an in- 
stitution where the young, especially 
the boys, may be gathered under the 
direction of skilful leaders and trained 
by games, amusements, gymnastics, 
clubs and lectures to higher morals 


and finer manners. The streets, in 
places, are fairly infested with ju- 
venile loafers at night time, where 


nothing good and everything bad is 


learned. Roslindale, fortunately, has 
adequate playgrounds and open 


spaces. It has a good but inadequate 
library. These agencies are helpful, 
but they do not touch the root of the 
difficulty. These boys need to be won 
from the idle and vicious street- cor- 
ner-habit by counter attractions that 
are innocent; by opportunities 
wholesome activity and 
by methods that will better employ 
their energies and early preoccupy 
their natures with what is pure and 
noble and true. 

“The agencies for this great work 
run along three main lines: Physical 
activity, which gives healthful expres 
sion to the expanding vital forces of 
the young life; associated training or 
‘The life in common,’ which, in it 
degenerate form, creates “gang; 
and the appeal of leader- 
ship, for boys are full of admiration 
and hero-worship, and they love a

Yet the owner 
or user knows little or nothing about 
cleaning and dressing a car. Linseed 
oil is the life of all paint, and soap 
made from it retains enough of it 
properties to act as a preservative 
paint and varnished surfaces. The

A raw soap standing on varnished 
surfaces has a tendency to soften the 
varnish if allowed to remain too long. 
Consequently, soap should thor- 
oughly dissolved before washing the 
car. If the vehicle is dusty, and the 
suds should fly onto the dry dust and 
be allowed to stay, they will spot the 
body. But if the car has first been 
gone over with the hose, the suds have 
no effect on the varnish,—Scientific 
American.

—The number of boiler explosions 
in the United States in 1908 was 470. 
This compares with 471 in 1907, 431 
in 1906, 450 in 1905, and 391 in 1904. 
The number of persons killed by boil- 
er explosions in 1908 was 281, against 
500 in 1907, 235 in 1906, 383 in 1905, 
and 220 in 1904. The number of per- 
sons injured, not fatally, in 1908 was 
531 against 420 in 1907, 467 in 1906, 
585 in 1905, and 394 in 1904. The 
record of boiler explosions in the 
United States for 41 years and three 
months, since October 1st, 1867, shows 
a total of 10,051, in which 10,884 per- 
sons were killed, 15,634 injured. 

—Nearly a million calls a day is 
the average patronage of the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, according to the annual re- 
port of Gen. Thomas Sherwin, its 
president. The exact figures given are, 
approximately 301,600,000 local calls 
and 15,800,000 toll calls, for the year 
1908, and they emphasize the wide- 
spread usefulness of the telephone and 
its intimate relation to the business 
and social life of the community. It 
is estimated by careful observers that

PONY EXPRESS, 


Judge Braley’s statement made in 
the supreme court that the privilege 
of carrying liquor must be granted by 
town authorities to at least one of the 
bona-fide express companies who are 
applicants, puts a number of towns 
and cities in an untenable position. 
In the cities of Malden and Everett, 
for example, pony express licenses 
have been universally denied. 

Last year Malden, with a popula- 
tion of about 40,000 granted 30 such 
licenses. This year none were grant- 
ed. Some eight or ten disappointed 
expressmen combined under the firm 
name, Malden Interstate Express Com- 
pany, and propose to deliver liquor 
from Portsmouth, N. H. Operating 
under the interstate law they can de- 
liver orders for wet goods placed 
through their office. 

Five pony licenses were granted in 
Everett last year. This year the min- 
isters and temperance people succeed- 
ed in influencing the board of alder- 
men to grant none. This city of 30,000 
people was not kept from filling the 
cup that cheers on their own buffets, 
for the Charlestown grocers immedi- 
ately began to deliver orders in Ever- 
ett. A driver of a wagon was hailed 
into court as a test case, and Judge 
Bruce of the Malden court decided 
that licensed grocers could deliver 
with their own teams. 

Melrose followed the lead of Mal- 
den and Everett, and the aldermen 
voted about ten days ago to grant no 
licenses. 

Perhaps the place which will be the 
most radically effected by this opinion 
of Judge Bruce's, is the city of Lynn. 
Here no pony licenses were granted 
and twenty interstate express compan- 
ies are now in operation. 

After being cut off from all com- 
munication with the convival world 
for a year, the “wets” of Wakefield 
made the pony express license an is- 
sue in the campaign last February, 
and as a result three pony express li- 
censes were granted April 17. Three 
others were rejected. During the 
previous year some citizens trundled 
kegs from the freight station to their 
homes in perambulators, while others 
rolled their brews in front of them. 

The sentiment against any pony li- 
censes was extremely strong in Na- 
tick. In Framingham neither pony 
licenses nor druggists’ liquor licenses 
of the sixth class were granted ,and 
the town does not appear to be restive 
under the resulting dryness. The 
Somerville aldermen to date, have 
granted 15 pony licenses, as against 
3 last year. They have already 
granted 28 druggists’ sixth class liq- 
uor licenses with the prospect of more 
being added to the list. Though some 
opposition was expressed, it did not 
attain any large proportions. 

Manchester is one of the localities 
where the town authorities will likely 
be called on to rescind their action as 
they have granted no delivering li- 
censes either this or last year. In 
President Taft’s prospective summer 
home town of Beverly good cheer for 
the troop which follows on his train 
has already been assured by the vote 
of the board of aldermen. Out of ten 
applicants, six were granted licenses, 
in comparison with two successful ap- 
plicants last year. Since then a mo- 
tion to reconsider has been filed and 
the case comes up again next Tues- 
day. 

Deleevare King, attorney for the 
Massachusetts No License League, 
feels that the sentiment of the League 
is rather contrary to the granting of 
pony licenses. “It is a pretty tough 
question. We make our argument on 
the issue, ‘Saloon or no saloon,’ and 
try not to get side-tracked from it. It 
appears to me that that the pony li- 
censes are the one side of the liquor 
question which isn’t clear in our own 
minds. In some places the pony Hi- 
cense system seems to work well. 
Towns in which they have been ruled 
out have in some instances gone wet 
at the next election. 

“This year we put no bill in before 
the Legislature on the pony express 
question, which will have still another 
phase when the interstate law goes 
into effect next January on the send- 
ing of liquor in C. O. D. packages 
from other states into Massachusetts. 

“In Quincy ,where my home is, 21 
pony express licenses were granted 
within the month, which is thirty per 
cent., more than last year. I think 
they have probably granted too many 
this year. That is just the difficulty 
with the system; it is hard to draw 
the line between Tom Jones, who does 
a legitimate express business, and 
John Smith, whom yon suspect to be 
a trifle shady .

The city of Boston then made a 
proposition to the city of Quincy to 
purchase its main and services at 
Squantum. 

The price per foot however for the 
twenty year old mains was more than 
the city could put in new mains for. 

Mayor Shea made Boston an offer 
for its old mains but was not able to 
reach any agreement. 

It was then determined that the only 
thing for Quincy to do was to lay its 
own main. 

The pipe necessary for this exten- 
sion has been ordered and as soon as 
it arrives active work will be com- 
menced. It is proposed to tap the 
the present main at the junction of 
Atlantic and Squantum streets. 

In the mean time the residents will 
get their supply of water from the city 
of Boston mains as they have in the 


agreement with Mayor Hibbard of 
Boston Saturday to that effect.

INSPECT TROLLEY FREIGHT. 


In order that the members of the 
City Council might personally inform 
themselves upon all matters pertain- 
fing to the trolley freight subject, 
Chairman Moir of the Committee on 
Streets, before whom the petition of 
the Old Colony Street railway, for ap- 
proval of its operating a trolley 
freight on its lines in the City of 
Quincy, is pending, extended them an 
invitation to accompany the committee 
on a tour of inspection in some of the 
places where the trolley freight is in 
operation. . 

The street railway company fur- 
nished the council with a special car 
and extended to them every opportun- 
ity to investigate in any way they de- 
sired. The committee were informed 
that they could go anywhere they de- 
sired and make inquiries at will. 

The special car containing the party 
left Quincy Square at 10 o’clock and 
ran direct to Brockton where the first 
stop was made. In the party were 
Chairman Moir of the Street Commit- 
tee, President . Hobbs, Councilmen 
Whiton, Gardner, Gilson, Flynn, Mc- 
Devitt, Carey, Beal, Smith, Bean and 
Hadlock, City Engineer Sargent, City 
Messenger Tirrell and the clerk of the 
council, Other members of the coun- 
cil had planned to go but were kept 
away by the bad weather and by busi- 
ness engagements. 

George Dunford general freight 
agent of the railway company was al- 
so present to furnish any information 
as to the operating of the system as 
was also Gen. Supt. Conway of the 
Old Colony system and Supt. Gammons 
of the Quincy division. 

Arriving at Brockton the first stop 
was made at the freight house which 
was found to be much larger than any 
freight house in Quincy. The build- 
ing was situated on a side street and 
a spur track from the main line en- 
abled the cars to be unloaded directly 
into the building. It was explained 
that the company had three ways of 
receiving and delivering packages, 
and the charges depended upon which 
method they were shipped by. That 
the merchandise was delivered at the 
freight house where the person to 
whom they were consigned could come 
with their own team and take them 
away or the company would deliver 
them at the consignees place of busi- 
ness. If the party came for the goods 
themselves, the charge would be less 
than if delivered by the company. An- 
other way was that if goods were 
brought to the terminal the company 
would deliver them to the consignee 
or if desired the company would take 
the goods from the consignor, trans- 
port them and deliver them to the 
consignee. 

After inspecting the terminal the 
party were requested to separate and 
visit any place of business they de- 
sired independently and make any in- 
quiries they saw fit as to the service 
and as to the desirability of a trolley 
freight. This they did and when the 
party gathered together again and 
compared notes all had the same re- 
port to make. This was that the trol- 
ley freight was a grand good thing and 
that they did not know how they had 
been able to get along so long without 
it.

Under the new laws to which 
May 21 the sale of fruit, candy, 
soda water and ice cream is_ per- 


mitted on Sundays and certain neces- 
sary work is also permitted. 

The Governor was urged to veto 
the bills by the New England Sab- 
bath Protective League as it in- 
volved the letting down the bars on 
the Lord’s day and he was urged to 
sign it by members of both parties 
legislature. 

The so-called Sunday fruit bill per- 
mits those whose business it is every 
day in the week to sell fruit, soda, 
candy and ice cream to sell those ar- 
ticles on Sunday, if specially licensed 
so to do. In Boston the act takes 
effect on its passage and the excise 
board is entrusted with the licensing 
There is a referendum as far as 
cities and towns outside of Boston 
are concerned, for before any Sun- 
day Mcenses can be granted the pro- 
visions of the act must be accepted.

LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL. 
Washington, May 29, 1909.

The vote to defer con-} 
sideration of the income tax amend-! 
ments until June 10 means that 
amendments to provide for special 
taxes will be taken up by the Senate 


until the schedules of the tariff bill| 


are adopted, and it is the intention, of 
course, of the Finance Committee to 
show that the new customs duties 
will raise sufficient revenue to sup- 
port the government and that any 
special tax is wholly unnecessary. 
The sensational character of the dis- 
patches sent out from ‘Washington con- 
cerning certain defective armor plates 
which have been found in the con- 
struction of the battleships North Da- 
kota and Delaware, is greatly depre- 
ciated by the officials at the Navy De- 
They explain that defec- 
tive plates always are and always have 
been found from time to time; that 
it is not known what causes the blis- 
ters, and, therefore, it has been im- 
possible thus far to prevent their occa- 
sional occurrence. It has been the 
custom, heretofore, merely to reject 
the plates when found defective, with- 
out saying anything about it, but re- 
cently the department has adopted a 
new policy. As nothing was to be 
gained by secrecy, no effort is now 
made to conceal the fact that such 
defective plates have been found and 
rejected, although the first informa- 
tion to reach the public has received 
wholly unwarranted prominence. 
Representative Hayes has acted on 
ihe suggestion made by President Taft 
recently at a dinner tendered by a 
number of Washington business men, 


in introducing a resolution in the 
House, this week, providing for the 


restoration to the District of Columbia 
of the land which was ceded to Vir- 
ginia in 1846, and which prior to that 
time has been a part of the District 
of Columbia. This land comprises 
many thousands of acres in Alexandria 
County, across the Potomac River 
from Washington and is used chiefly 
for agricultural purposes, although 
the town of Alexandria is included. Mr. 
Hayes’ resolution provides that this 
land be again made part of the Dis- 
trict, except the town of Alexandria 
and authorizes the President to open 
negotiations through the War Depart- 
ment and to complete the transfer by 
July 1, 1910 and authorizes an appro- 
priation of $100,000 for the transaction. 
In his address to the business men 
the President expressed the opinion 
that the act of Congress in receding 
the land to Virginia was unconstitu- 
tional and that the District of Colum- 
bia should regain it. Mr. Hayes’ 
resolution has been referred to the 
District of Columbia Committee and 
will not be acted on until the next 
session, but Representative Hayes be- 
lieves that President Taft's interest 
in the plan will insure its passage. 

President Taft and Secretary Knox 
are not a little disturbed over the 
reports which reach them of condi- 
tions in Cuba. It seems that the new 
Cuban government, is just awakening 
to its freedom from American restraint 
and is in a fair way to muddle the 
finances of the island if it does not 
precipitate a national bankruptcy. The 
government is devoting its energies 
to the indulgence of varied and numer- 
ous extravagances while making small 
effort to supply the treasury of the 
island with funds. Those familiar 
with Cuban affairs know that unless 
this epoch of extravagance is soon 
checked it will preciptate a situation 
such as to cause the foreign creditors 
of Cuba to turn to the United States 
for assistance, making necessary an- 
other assumption of authority over the 
island. President Taft considers the 
situation down there far from satis- 
factory and is much concerned over 
it. 

The action of Senator Bailey in so 
far forgetting himself as to indulge 
in a fistic encounter with a Washing- 
ton representative of a metropolitan 
daily is much censured throughout of- 
ficial circles, and by his conduct he 
has completely justified the expecta- 
tions of those who have long believed 
that with brass knuckles and a black- 
jack he could down any man half his 
size, provided he could succeed first 
in hitting him from behind. This is 
not the first demonstration that Mr. 
Bailey has given of his inability to 
control his temper and while such out- 
burst are always seriously deplored by 
his colleagues ,they injure no one but 
the Texan who has thereby impaired 
his standing almost hopelessly. 

President Taft will have conferred 
on him, on June 3, honorary member- 
ship in the first blue lodge of Masons 
composed of Americans in Great 
Britain ,and the President says that 
on the occasion of the opening of the 
new lodge he will send a cable mes- 
sage of congratulation. Adams.

The work of educating the Massa- 
chusetts public as to the legal rights 
of shade trees on highways and in 
| other public places progresses but 
The trees of the country and 
even of the State have been outlawed 
so long that it is not easy for our 
population to understand that there 
ure at least laws for their conservation 
and that these laws were enacted for 


the purpose of enforcement. The 
tree warden is a town officer with 
as positive duties as those of the 


selectmen or the town treasurer, but 
too often he is neglectful of the real 
service that he was appointed to ren- 
der. The town of Hopkinton has just 
furnished a gratifying instance of a 
different interpretation of the duties 


of that official A man 
bought standing timber in a field! 
about a mile from the village cut 


down two large chestnut trees on the 
roadside adjoining his purchase. The 
tree warden after ascertaining the 
facts, appeared with witnesses before 
the grand jury of Middlesex County 
and an indictment against the offend- 
er Was secured. 

In the course of a week the case 
came to trial before Judge Sherman 
in the criminal court at Cambridge. 
The defendant admitted the facts, 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 
pay a fine of $25. In imposing sen- 
tence the judge severely condemned 
the violation of the law for the preser- 
vation of shade trees, and expressed 
the opinion that the fine should be 
sufficient to deter others from com- 
mitting similar offence. The minimum 
fine that could be imposed is $5; the 
maximum $100, so $25 was exemplary 
without being extreme. 

No doubt the violations of this law 
largely due to ignorance of its 
provisions, though that does not ex- 
cuse the violator. The rural land- 
holder has got so much of law into 
his head as to understand that if a 
highway is discontinued the land over 
which it runs becomes his property, 
and he cannot see why he should not 
have absolute control over everything 
that borders the line of travel. But 
the State has said that he cannot; that 
the public interests demand regula- 
tion and supervision of shade trees as 
well of the roadbed. Had this 
law been on the statute books and 
enforeed fifty years ago, the highways 
of Massachusetts would serve for 
much more delightful pilgramages 
than is now the case, The tree war- 
den of every town should make his 
proclamation of the law definite and 
emphatic, and treat any failure to con- 
form to its provisions in the same 
prompt and effective manner that has 
distinguished the Hopkinton case.— 
Boston Transcript. 
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HUMANE BARBLESS FISHHOOK. 


In all of the books on fishing will 
be found treatises on the theory of 
the fishhook, its functions, its shape 
and the position of the point with 
reference to its ability so to hook 
the fish that the barb will be embed- 
ded and escape prevented. This is 
the function of the barb—to prevent 
the fish from getting away. As a 
rule it is effective, but is it neces- 
sary? For still fishing it is neces- 
sary but for fly fishing it may or 
not be. Much depends on the skill 
of the angler. 

If all of the trout hooked by fisher- 
men were to be kept and killed, there 
would be little if any trout fishing in 
a few years. If all of the trout that 
are returned to the water live, the 
popular form of ‘hook would leave 
nothing to be desired, but injured 
fish may not—and many of them do 
not—survive the injury from the barb 
and from the handling. Therefore 
the needle-pointed, barbless hook de- 
serves consideration by those who 
put back undersized trout and for 
fishing where trout run small. So 
skilful are a vast number of our 
trout fly fishers that in their hands 
the barbless hook would probably 
prove as effective in hooking and 
landing trout as any barbed hook 
now used. Occasionally we hear of 
trout that have been taken on barbless 
hooks, and too’ of those that are lost, 
but little is known by the average 
angler concerning these hooks, as they 
are not regularly made for the trade, 
though they can probably be had, as 
they can be easily made by any 
skilled metal worker.—Forest and 
Stream. 


W HITE PLAGU E WAR. 


One million women, representing 
cities, towns, villages and isolated ru- 
ral settlements in every section of the 
country, are today enlisted In a cam- 
paign against tuberculosis, according 
to a statement issued by the Nationa! 
Association for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis. In legislatures, 
in Congress at Washington, in society 
gatherings, in churches and clubs, 
through speaking and writing—in ev- 
ery possible way, the women of the 
country are persistently fighting con- 
sumption. 

With an organization established in 
every State of the country, under the 
Girection of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs, and with associated 
clubs in Alaska, the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, Porto Rico and the Canal Zone, 
the women of the country have en- 
tered a systematic crusade to carry 
the message of the prevention and 
cure of tuberculosis into every Ameri- 
can home. 

And the fight is not only being car- 
ried on by women organized in clubs 
and by the wealthy women, but by the 
working women in the general labor 
movement against tuberculosis, and 
by the women who are battling hand 
in hand with the disease in connec- 
tion with the religious and philan- 
thropic organizations of the country. 
The special tuberculosis nurse, too, is 
a recent addition to the fighting force 
enlisted against consumption, and al- 
most all of these are women. No city 
campaign is complete today without 
such a nurse, and on this account 
hundreds of them are devoting their 
lives in unselfish service for the re- 
lief of human suffering.

“simply a love for pleasure ‘gone 
wron’.” In the playground this love 


for pleasure is turned into good chan- 
nels, because proper opportunities are 
offered under competent supervision, 
or rather under skilful suggestion.

FILLOWS AND SLEEPING. 
“Pillows are little more than a fad, 
and rather harmful one at that,” said 
a Germantown doctor.

your head from lying level on the bed, 


and pillows are useful to raise the 
head to this level. The natural and 
most healthful position for the ordi- 
nary person in sleeping is for one’s 
head to be kept perfectly even, just 
as it would be standing wp.

back while sleeping, no pillow 
needed to keep the head in this posi- 
tion, and yet 99 per cent of the per- 
sons who sleep on their backs use 
pillows, while who sleep on 
their sides use far more pillows than 
are mecessary.

PROSPEROUS NEW ZEALAND. 


New Zealand has had a remarkable 
growth in material prosperity during 
the last fifteen years.

FRANK D. REVERE. 


Francis. Dabney. Revere, a former 
well known resident of Quincy, and a 
great-grandson of Paul Revere, made 
famous by his midnight ride to Lex- 
ington and Concord on the eve of the 
battle between the Colonists and the 
British forces in those towns, died 
Wednesday in Bridgewater where he 
had been ill for a long time. Mr. 
Revere was 49 years old. 

There was no young man in Quincy 
better known a generation ago than 
“Frank” Revere as he was familiarly 
known at ‘that time. Born of a family 
that had wealth and social ‘standing 
sbove the average Quincy family, 
Frank Revere was a friend to the boys 
of all classes and stations while he 
was growing up to manhood in this 
city. There wasn’t a boy of any 
family in the town at that time who 
knew him at all but who could call 
him their friend and ‘his generosity and 
big heartedness was a household word. 
He came from a family that ranked 
with the Adamses and Quincys, social- 
ly and financially, but birth.or social 
station |never interfered with his 
democracy of spirit. He was a most 
companionable fellow as a boy and 
young man and he was easily the most 
popular lad in the town in those days. 

Mr. Revere’s father was Col. Paul J. 
Revere, for whom the local Post of the 
Grand Army is mamed. His father was 
a Harvard graduate and was travel- 
ling when the civil war broke out. He 
immédiately offered his services to the 
government as his grandfather had 
offered his to the cause of the Colon- 
ists at the outbreak of the Revolu- 
tionary war. Col. Revere was given 
command of the 20th Massachusetts 
infantry and was severely wounded at 
the battle of Antietam. Recovering 
from this wound he joined his regi- 
ment in time to. participate in the 
battle of Gettysburg where he was 
mortally wounded. His body was 
brought back from the front and was 
buried in Mt. Auburn cemetery, Cam- 
bridge and, by his side, Mrs. Revere 
was laid to rest a few years later. 

The Revere family lived in the 
house now occupied by Judge E. C. 
Bumpus on Goffe street Mr. Frank 
Revere’s father was married to a 
daughter of the late Rev. William 
Lunt who, at that time, was pastor 
of the First Unitarian church. Rev. 
Mr, Lunt died at Aboukir, Arabia, 
while travelling in the Holy Land and 
his body is buried in the desert sands 
there. 

Mr. Revere was a cousin to Rey. 
Paul Revere Frothingham of Boston 
and Lieut. Gov. Louis A. Frothingham 
of the state of Massachusetts. He is 
survived by his wife and one child and 
also by a sister Mrs. Pauline Thayer, 
the wife of Nathaniel Thayer of Lan- 
caster Mass. As Miss Pauline Revere 
she was a great favorite when the 
family lived in this city. 

Funeral services were held Fri- 
day afternoon in the First church over 
which Mr. Revere's grandfather, Rev. 
Mr. Lunt, was pastor. Burial at Mt. 
Wollaston cemetery.

Beef and politics have been mixed 
in legislation this week. Inevitably, 
therefore, the stronger political party 
won. Henceforth there is no doubt 
that good Republican beef must be 
eaten by the Democrats, if they eat any 
at al!.. Perhaps this may seem like 
cramming beef down their throats but 
considering the high price of beef and 
all other meats, he must be a chronic 
kicker who objects to the method of 
getting his beef down his throat, as 
long as he gets it down at all. Gov. 
Draper has become identified with the 
policy that it is safe to sell meat 
according to the United States law, 
which was practically what was in 
force before the recent sensation and 
is the same in effect, as is secured 
by the bill which just finished its 
wassage of the legislature. Hence 
Democratic leaders saw politics in it, 
and, of course, Republican leaders saw 
that they must make a political de- 
fense. It was inevitable, under the 
circumstances that the governor the 
United States law and the Republican 
majority should win. The bill went 
through the Senate after much dis- 
cussion. It took its first stage in the 
House without debate; but with no- 
tice that the scrap would come on 
the second debatable stage. Curiously 
enough, the main contention was be- 
tween two doctors. Dr. Coleman of 
Nantucket, Republican, argued that 
tuberculosis in even a gland, might 
be carried by the blood to any part 
of the system; therefore any meat 
whatever from an infected animal was 
dangerous. But Dr. Oliver of Athol, 
also Republican ,argued that Dr. Cole- 
man’s ideas were ridiculous ,and he 
told how nature builds little sacks 
around the bacilli so that it is im- 
possible for them to get into the cir- 
culation. He insisted that an anima: 
might have bacilli in a gland and the 
meat be perfectly healthful. The 
Democratic bill of Mr. Duane of Wal- 
tham, requiring the destruction of the 
entire carcass, even if a slight taint 
of tuberculosis were found in any part 
of it, was thrown out by Speaker 
Walker on a point of order by Mr. 
Bishop of Newton, who led the de- 
bate for the bill, that as the governor's 
message referred to beef alone and Mr. 
Duane’s bill included other kinds of 
meat, the bill was broader than the 
subject matter upon which it was 
based. Speaker Walker also said 'that 
the bill could not be amended to meet 
the point of order, nor could the point 
be withdrawn. Then Mr. Duane tried 
to kill the original bill, but was over- 
whelmingly voted down and could not 
get a rollcall. 

Another issue which has been settled 
by politics is the legislative salary 
bill. It went through the House by 
a large majority and its opponents 
were considerate enough of their as- 
sociates not to try to put them on 
record by a rolleall. In the Senate, 
on the first stage, the bill also had 
a majority vote. But on the second 
it received its quietus by 10 to 15 and 
six pairs thus making a majority of 
the entire Senate on record against 
it. Shortly before the vote was taken 
President Treadway was in consulta- 
tion with Gov. Draper, though it does 
not follow that there was any con- 
nection between the two incidents. If 
it were not for the fact that the Re- 
publican party would be obliged to 
stand up before the people and de- 
fend its vote for an increase, there 
is no doubt that the- bill would go 
through. But politicians are exceed- 
ingly timid when it comes to taking 
needless risks and so it was thought 
best not to leave any opportunity for 
Democrats to ask questions which 
would require an explanation next 
fall. Some think that Gov. Draper 
will have a close rub in November, it 
being the off year, but there is not 
the slightest sign of any trouble for 
him or for the party ticket at any 
point. 

Politics in the Boston charter Dill! 
has been the foremost feature from 
the beginning of the debate in the 
House, when Mr. Cushing of Boston, 
in charge of the bill, declined the 
Democratic request for an explana- 
tion of the leading features of the 
bill, said it was not for the friends 
of the bill to explain or defend it at 
first, but “to await the attack.” The 
double referendum had the strong 
opposition of Mr. Willeutt of Boston, 
Republican, and there was otherwise 
a slight break in party loyalty, but 
nothing to speak of. Though the bill 
has yet to make the passage of the 
Senate, there is no reason to expect 
other than a straight party vote. The 
one point which makes the most 
criticism is that there is no general 
referendum on the bill. Boston can- 
not say whether or not she will have 
it, but only choose between a large 
council, and loss of direct nomina- 
tions, or a small council and retain 
direct nominations. With either al- 
ternative there is a_ seriously ob- 
jectionable feature. Most of the bill 
is accepted by the Democrats in its 
administrative features as an im- 
provement. 

There has come in from the taxation 
committee, with a unanimous report, 
a short little bill which is perfectly 
amazing, considering the bitter opposi- 
tion the plan thas encountered in the 


past, and whose fate should be 
watched closely to see if it really 
means a change in the perennial 


taxation fight. It is a bill to exempt 
from taxation in this state personal 
property in way of merchandise and 
animals situated and taxed in other 
states, but owned by residents of Mas- 
sachusetts. Years ago this proposition 
was the center of bitter oppostion on 
the part of the entire double-doom- 
age element, and that element was 
strong enough to prevent any legisla- 
tion to put an end to double taxation 
under our laws. Considering the pass- 
age, for this year (perhaps only to 
be be defeated next year) of the con- 
stitutional amendment to permit 
classification of property for purposes 
of taxation, it seems, at last, as if 
something were really about to be 
accomplished to reform our tax laws, 
which everybody seems to agree are 
about as unjust as can be found any- 
where in the United States.

The Senate is hold- 
ing sessions short and sweet, for the 
most part, while the House has dis- 
posed of its calendar every day for 
quite a time and there is not enough 
work brought in from the committees 
to keep the branches in session dur- 
ing the possible legislative day. The 
session has been very pleasant for 
most of the members. They have made 
many delightful acquaintances and 
there are probably very few of them 
who have suffered from overwork. 
They keep their business along at 
home, for the most part, and there 
have been many agreeable features 
connected with their public service. 
In the case of most of them, the plan 
for next year is already arranged, 
who will return and who will remain 
at home. Political plans are made 
early,—with corporation help, in 
case of the senators. Rule.

DROWNING ACCIDENTS, 


Owing to the very high wind Sun- 
day there were several drowning acci- 
dents in the harbor as well as sever- 
al narrow escapes. 

During the morning two men, who 
appeared to be Swedes visited Har- 
vey’s landing at Houghs Neck and 
hired a boat to go fishing. They did 
not give their names and were not 
known to Mr. Harvey. Later in the 
day the boat was capsized off Pember- 
ton in Hull Gut and the men drowned 
in front of thirty or more men who 
were unable to go to their assistance 
as all boats in that vicinity were se- 
curely fastened. Mr. Harvey does not 
know who the men were. 

Monday relatives of Albion Hen- 
drickson aged 20 years of 13 Franklin 
street and Charles Alfred Mattson 
aged 27 years of Granite street report- 
ed that they were missing and it is 
thought they are the two men 
drowned. They left home early Sun- 
day morning to go fishing and nothing 
has since been heard from them. 

The description given of the men 
who hired the boat of Mr. Harvey 
tallies with that of the two missing 
men. 

Hendrickson was unmarried but had 
a brother in Quincy. Mattson was 
married and had a wife and four chil- 
dren. 

The Yacht Whisper owned by Harry 
Henderson was capsized off the Wol- 
laston Yacht club house in Quincy 
Bay and the skipper rescued in an ex- 
hausted condition by three young men 
who went to his rescue. 

George Field of Providence, William 
Field and Clifford Bean were on the 
shore and saw the yacht capsize. They 
ran to a dory tender and put out 
to his rescue. It was with considera- 
ble difficulty that they reached their 
power boat which was anchored a 
mile from shore. In this they hur- 
ried to Henderson’s rescue. He was 
then clinging to the bottom of his 
overturned boat and nearly exhausted. 

Raymond Lindberg of South Boston 
was drowned off Thompsons Island 
and four other mén in the boat with 
him had a narrow escape. The five 
men were cruising in a yacht when 
a puff of wind capsized them. Lind- 
berg sank immediately. The others 
clung to the overturned boat until 
rescued. The body was not recovered. 

Monday Peter Coarisic of South Bos- 
ton was drowned off Squantum while 
out rowing. 

He was on a yacht anchored off the 
shore with a party who had sailed 
cown the aight before. 

The men rowed to the main land 
for water where several big milk 
cans were filled. 

Coarisic rowed back alone and the 
rest of the company walked to Squaw 
head, where he was to pick them up 
after he had taken the water aboard 
the yacht. Coarisic did not show up, 
however, and after the remainder of 
the party had waited a long time they 
made a search. 

The dory was found overturned and 
later his body was found in three feet 
of water near the shore. Medical Ex- 
aminer Jones viewed the body and 
gave permission to remove it to South 
Boston. Dr. Jones said death was due 
to accidental drowning. 

The companions of Coarisic said he 
was a good swimmer and ‘they can- 
not accouat for his drowning unless 
he was struck on the head and ren- 
dered unconscious when the boat 
turned over.

The finding of a layer of soft mater- 
ial resembling putty in the old Fred-/| 
erick & Field quarry was brought up. 

Mr. Fallon the present owner of the 


quarry explained the find. He said 
that when the blast had been fired and 
workmen went to the place to pry 


away the loosened stones, they founda 
layer of soft material that resembled 
putty, It was about five feet long and 
10 feet across and contained about 10 
or 15 tons of this soft material which, 
in the sunlight, seems to be filled with 
minute particles of glass-like mater- 
ial. 

When the material was scooped 
away from the granite walls, the lat- 
ter were found to be blackened as 
though by fire. At the outer edges of 
the mass the substance had hardened 
into small pieces of crystal the size 
of pebbles. The mass was lifted to 
the top of the quarry and dumped to 
one side. 

Several granite men present at the 


meeting could not explain the sub- 
stance and it was voted to send 
samples of it to Harvard college and 
the Institute of Technology for ex- 
amination, 

It was reported that geologists 


from Harvard college would probably 
visit Quincey some day this week and 
examine the quarry.

“It is to the doctrine of the incarna- 
tion more than to any other fact of 
history or truth of revelation that we 
owe the new appraisement of the in- 
dividual. 

“There is a law of increase with 
which we ‘have to reckon. There is 
no such thing as chance. What we 
invest we sooner or later discover to 
have been wisely or wastefully used. 

“We are urged by human destitu- 
tion to help the dependent. It is re- 
quired of us that we lift the burdens 
from the overburdened and the weary. 
Never were there so many appeals 
and opportunities calling for response. 
It is not enough to give advice. It 
won't do to rest back upon even a 
generous material charity. What, this 
great, hungry, unhappy world needs 
most is not yours but ‘you.’ 

“Motive is all determining. Not the 
thing you do but the why of your ac- 
tion determines its merit or demerit.

SLEEPING UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 


—The evil effect of some of the 
moving pictures that are being pre- 
sented to the public in many theatres 
throughout the country is generally 
recognized by police officials, who de- 
clare that the suggestion from some 
of these pictures is frequently the 
occasion of an attempt to re-enact or 
duplicate the crime portrayed on the 
screen, Three little boys attempted 
to re-enact a hanging scene, which 
had been shown in a local moving 
picture theatre, and suspended one 
of their number, a little fellow of six 
years, from the limb of a tree with a 
halter strap fastened about his neck. 
Becoming frightened, the other boys 
ran home and told what they had 
done. The victim of the affair was 
unconscious when taken down, and 
four doctors worked over him for two 
hours before consciousness was re- 
stored ,and the boy was reported as 
having an even chance for recovery. 
The case illustrates the possibilities 
for harm in the suggestiveness of 
such pictures.—Milford Gazette.

In the estimation of the Republican 
leaders the President's message means 
the defeat of the Bailey-Cummins in 
come tax amendment and the enact- 
ment of the tax on corporations. The 
situation is decidedly interesting. In 
the opinion of the organization Re- 
publicans, such as Aldrich, Hale, Gal- 
linger and others the tax on corpora- 
tions is extremely radical and they 
would have none of it if they could 
help themselves but they find them- 
selves face to face with a situation 
which they cannot control and they 
must either accept the tax on the 
dividends of corporations or have the 
income tax forced upon them and of 
the two they preferred the former, 
especially as by presenting the Taft 
proposition themselves they can save 
the appearance of defeat. They pro- 
pose to bring in the corporation tax 
amendment on ‘Monday and offer it as 
a substitute for the income tax pro- 
position ,and they are confident of its 
adoption. Speaker Cannon has ex- 
pressed himself as heartily in favor 
of the tax on corporations, although 
only a short time ago he was opposed 
to such a tax, and it is predicted that 
there will be no difficulty in getting 
it through the House. 

The Democrats held a caucus at 
which they determined to fight for 
the income tax as long as possible 
and they will do everything they can 
to secure a direct vote on the Bailey- 
Cummins proposition. Failing in se- 
curing the adoption of that they will, 
many of them at least, vote for the 
corporation tax, first because it is a 
part of what they are striving for in 
the income tax and secondly because 
it will accomplish just what Mr, Ald- 
rich has been trying to prevent. It 
will teach the people to lean on a 
source of revenue other than that de- 
rived from the protective tariff. They 
also appreciate the force of the Presi- 
dent’s argument that the imposition of 
a tax on the net earnings of corpora- 
tions will necessitate a federal  in- 
spection of the transactions of cor- 
porations which he and they believe 
will prove most beneficial. Some 
Democrats maintain that once the peo- 
ple learn the enormous profits made 
by the protected interests, especially 
certain of the trusts whose products 
are protected interests, especially cer- 
tain of the trusts whose products are 
protected by a prohibitive tariff, they 
will rise en masse and insist that the 
tariff be greatly lowered, so that they 
feel that the corporation tax will 
serve an excellent purpose. 

The debate in the Senate is going 
on steadily and with continuous vic- 
tories for the organization which has 
from five to ten majority in favor of 
all the high rates of duty which it 
recommends. The Democrats have 
striven valiantly for reductions but 
they are outnumbered at every turn 
and can do nothing toward securing 
decreased duties, while some of their 
own number desert schedules 
which affect the products of their own 
stales.

The city’s new fire engine, which 
was contracted for several weeks ago, 
will arrive here next month, It was 
too bad the council did not see its 
way clear to equip this engine with 
rubber tires. As these fire engines 
carry a lot of delicate mechanism 
which is subjected to more or less 
jarring as the machine is dragged 
over the streets at top speed, rubber 
tires are absolutely necessary to take 
off part of this jar. All of the pump- 
ing apparatus in these engines is set 
and fixed while the machine is abso- 
lutely level and every stone and 
jounce that the engine goes over on 
the streets does not do the machinery 
any good. Then, again, rubber tires 
‘are a necessity in a city where there 
{is so much T rail as is found in 
Quincy. With the ordinary steel tire 
there is always danger of the wheels 
getting caught and no engine can af- 
ford to have that-happen to it es- 
pecially when going fast. We have 
had several such instances in this 
city with the old engine and there 
have been broken axles and wheels 
as a result. One night in particular 
when the engine was going down 
Brewer's hill corner one of the 
wheels broke off when the wheels 
struck the street car railing and went 
rolling along the sidewalks. Two 
people were knocked down and ser- 
iously injured and there is no telling 
when a like accident will occur again. 
Rubber tires will cost more at first 
but they will more than make up in 
the long run. There is an economy 
which is more wasteful than extrava- 
gance.

DANIEL J. DONNELLY, 

Alderman Daniel J. Donnelly, a} 
member of Boston's upper legislatia= | 
branch, died at his summer home, | 
Broadway, Moniclair, at 8.10 Wednes- 
day after a long illness. Alder- 
man Donnelly has lived most of the 
last three years in this city. About} 
three years ago his health began to 
fail and as tuberculosis symptoms 
seemed to prevail he was advised to 
move into the country. The alder- 
man moved to Montclair where the 
hills are high and the air as pure 
as can be found in the city. His 
house was near the old Merry Mount 
golf club house and, although Alder- 
man Donnelly has spent most of the 
last three years there, he also main- 
tained a legal residence in Boston and 
has been elected every year to the 
board of aldermen since coming to 
Quincy. He has often been playfully 
referred to in Boston as the alderman 
from Quincy. 

Alderman Donnelly was best known 
to his constituents as “Honest Dan 
the horse shoer.” He represented a 
district composed of the old “South 


and was well known for his courage 
of convictions and his sterling hones- 
ty and integrity. Two years ago his 
nomination was contested by the late 
J. Montgomery Sears but “Dan” beat 
the representative of the Back Bay 
society to a stand still. 

Since coming to Quincy Alderman 
Donnelly has been attended by Dr. 
Frederic J. Peirce of Atlantic. Dr. 
Peirce said that Alderman Donnelly 
was one of the most remarkable men 
he ever met. Although desperately 
sick for many months “Dan” never 
lost hope or courage but always 
played the host to everyone who visit- 
ed him during his sickness. Up to 
the last he was cheerful and bright 
and was telling funny stories in the 
inimitable way “Dan” could tell them. 

He was the very acme of superla- 
tive optimism and nobody was able 
to tell from the way in which the 
alderman entertained his callers that 
they were in a sick man’s house. It 
was, very. easy to see why it was that 
his constituents in Boston had such 
a warm regard for Mr. Donnelly for 
he was chock full of personal magnet- 
ism and had an honest career to 
back it up with. 

Since coming to Quincy Alderman 
Donnelly has made many friends, who 
will deeply regret his death. Al- 
though it was known for some time 
past that his chances of recovery 
were too remote to consider, yet many 
prayerfully watched the battle that 


Mr. Donnelly was daily making and 
many hoped ‘against hope that he 


would win out. Many times it was 
reported he was dying and it often 
happened that the morning after such 
a story appeared in the papers, that 
Alderman Donnelly was found in city 
hall, Boston, so great were his re- 
cuperative powers.

Slowly but surely the disease made 
progress and each day Mr. Donnelly 
grew weaker until Wednesday when 
the fight was over and the alderman 
was dead. It is thought the heat of 
the past few days hastened his death 
but it was certain that his end could 
not have been far off under most 
favorable circumstances. He is sur- 
vived by his wife and several chil- 
dren.

KILLED ON RAILROAD, 

The dead body of a young man was 
found Wednesday by the side of the 
railroad tracks about opposite the 
grain elevator, just south of the Quin- 
cy Adams depot. The discovery was! 
made by crew of double iron freight 
train just before 3 o'clock. Both legs 
had been cut off and from the condi- 
tion of the ties and rails it was evi- 
dent that the man had been dragged 
for a distance of 40 or 50 feet.
